Bran-new 
years ago: January 3, 1992 

‘Richard C. Walls was all excited for Bran- 
ford Marsalis’s presence on The Tonight Show.

“Shortly after Branford Marsalis’s latest 
album, The Beautyful Ones Are Not Yet Born 
(Columbia), was released, it became official 
— the Bran-man is definitely going to be the 
new musical director on The Tonight Show 
when Jay Leno takes over from Carson. 

“This is progress. Not only are Bran’s pop 
tastes (and connections) more contemporary 
than Doc Severinsen’s, his jazz credentials 
run much deeper — just when you think 
he’s going to become the prince of short fills 
on the VH-1 hit lists, he releases an uncom- 
promised set like Beautyful, a trio album of 
pure, unadorned, and at times darn-near- 
austere jazz. The thought of this guy getting 
all that network-backed power is enough to 
give any real jazz fan a subversive tingle.” 


i Put your Duke up 

years ago: January 6, 1987 

Mario Cuomo would never make up his 
mind, and Gary Hart just didn’t have the right 
character. To reporter Scot Lehigh, Governor 
Michael Dukakis was the Democrats’ best 
chance at the White House in the ’88 presi- 
dential election. 

“On paper anyway, Dukakis is more than 
just a dark horse. He is a 
candidate whose mix of 
assets and debits leaves 
him with political riches 
few of those bold enough 
to declare themselves 
candidates can claim. 
Those debits include a 
cool, technocratic per- 
sonal style that, if tele- 
genic, often reminds one 
of Calvin Coolidge. Still, 
in the aftermath of Ollie 
and the 40 Thieves, slow, 
careful, and steady may 
seem reassuring rather 
than just dull.”

For those of you who thought Barbra- 
bashing was something new, check out 
David Denby’s review of A Star Is Born. 

“The inescapable semi-nude publicity shot 
for A Star Is Born — Kris Kristofferson 
wrenching Barbra Streisand’s head back, ex- 
posing her long, supple neck while she reach- 
es greedily for his chest — is a perfectly ac- 
curate expression of this movie’s lurid, 
kitsch-ridden soul. An embarrassingly famil- 
iar fable of show-biz heartbreak, full of glitzy 
clichés (the smiling-through-tears tradition), 
Star attempts to breathe new life into an old 
formula with a frank ‘gutsy’ approach to sex, 
but its eroticism never rises above synthetic 
commercial funkiness, At one point, 
Streisand slaps Kristofferson across the face, 
bites his lip, and actually moans, ‘I hate you, | 
hate you...1...

talented writers to main- 
tain interest.

FESTIVAL 
Bacon bits 


It was inevitable. Thanks to the game that 
celebrates his always-the-bridesmaid 
supporting-actor ubiquitousness, Kevin 
Bacon has finally secured a kind of 
cinematic immortality. The “Six Degrees of 
Kevin Bacon” film festival — as far as we 
know, the first-ever film series to spotlight 
Bacon — premieres on January 12 at the

Brattle Theatre, in Cambridge. The festival 
brings together samples of the Bacon 
oei'vre (e.g., Diner, Tremors) with more 
obviously Cambridge-friendly films (e.g., La 
Dolce Vita, Red). 

The idea — as in the dorm-spawned trivia 
game — is to link the Bacon work with the 
non-Bacon work through a series of actors. 
Every night of the festival will include a Kevin 
Bacon challenge contest, and the first three 
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just reveling a bit in his post-election 
freedom. Or perhaps pride demands he 
show a smiling face for a while. But there 


may be a more material explanation for 
why the former Senate Majority Leader 
would share some time with the star of 
The Blue Lagoon: speaking fees. They 
can be a big source of income for 
former pols, and booking agents 
agree that an ex-pol’s asking price 
corresponds to his or her visibility. 
By hanging around in a jolly, good- 
loser sort of way, Dole may hope to 
head off the also-ran stigma of a 
Michael Dukakis that could keep him 
from charging the big bucks if he 
hits the lecture circuit. 

According to Capital Speakers, a 
Washington, DC-based booking agency, 
an hour of Bob Dole at the podium wouid 
be worth $30,000 right now, which is also 
what Dan Quayle merits.

By 
comparison, former president George 
Bush asks as much as $80,000 per speech. 

For now, however, Dole is content to 
start small.

It's a kind of pyrrhic celebrity for Bacon, 
whose attitude toward the game began as 
hostility and has developed into cagey 
sponsorship. Bacon “has played” the Six 
Degrees of Kevin Bacon board gamé, says 
board-game publicist Kevin McNulty. Bacon 
also wrote an ambivalent foreword to the 
book Six Degrees of Kevin Bacon, in which 
he expresses discomfort with the idea that 
“twenty years of [his] life have become. ..a 
joke at [his] expense.” 

Either way, the festival represents a new 
incarnation for the already inescapable 
Bacon game. Even Craig Fass, one of the 
three fraternity brothers whoinvented “Six 
Degrees of Kevin Bacon” one Southern 
Comfort-soaked night at Albright College in 
1993, is astonished at his game's 
penetration. Fass and his partners, Brian 
Turtle and Mike Ginelli, have incorporated 
themselves in the state of New Jersey — 
and are currently awaiting the first profits 
from the book and the board game. 

“This is ridiculous,” says Fass, who had not 
been informed of the festival. “Who'd a thunk 
it? But | guess it’s good that other people are 
discovering the world of Kevin Bacon. 

“No genre,” he adds, “is safe from Kevin 
Bacon.” 

The Brattle Theatre, located at 40 Brattle 
Street (Harvard Square), in Cambridge, 
kicks off the festival on January 12 with a 
double feature of Apocalypse Now (screens 
at 1:45 and 7 p.m.) and Diner (screens at 
4:45 and 9:45 p.m.)

The Stratocaster ER ates: 


In the repair shop at E.U. Wurlitzer’s store 
in the Back Bay, just down the street from 
the Berklee College of Music, one’s thoughts 
can easily turn to the subject of trauma. 
Whether you think of a guitar as a proxy for 
the human form, a phallic symbol, or just a 
guitar, there’s 
something disturbing 
about seeing the 
truncated body of a 
cherry-colored 
Stratocaster lying on 
one workbench while 
its neck rests on 
another several feet 
away. Then there are 
the eight or 10 
severed headstocks, 
most stripped of 
strings and tuning 
pegs but still bearing 
their logos, mounted 
along the edge of the 
ceiling. 

It’s easy to dwell on 
the violence and 
splintered wood — 
the car wrecks, the 
tumbles down stairs, 
the random brutalities 
of airline luggage 
handlers. Steve 
Morrill, who’s been 
fixing guitars at 
Wurlitzer for 13 
years, digs out a 
particularly appalling 
specimen: a red Les 
Paul, sans headstock 
and knobs, badly 
chipped around the 
edges and with one 
pickup dangling from 
its socket. Some guy 
“got mad and threw it 
at his girlfriend,” 
Morrill explains; after 
the salvageable parts 
had been stripped, 
Morrill put it on 
display in the shop as 
a curiosity, then stuck 
it in a corner after he 
got tired of looking at 
it. Then there was the 
guitar that got stolen 
and ditched in a 
swamp in central 
Massachusetts, where it lingered for a week 
— a precursor to the waterlogged 
instruments that showed up after October’s 
flooding. 

But most of the 30 or 40 instruments that 
pass through the shop each week aren't 
victims of natural or human disaster, Morrill 
says. With his coworker, Andy Pastore, he 
spends much of his time making minor 


repairs, installing custom electronic 
equipment, and — in what adds up to 
between a third and half of the work — 
doing routine set-up and adjustment on 
every guitar sold at Wurlitzer’s seven stores. 
While he talks, Morrill tweaks and tightens a

new cream-colored Strat sold in the holiday 
rush, tuning and retuning as he goes. The 
guitar is connected to a squat amplifier 
under his workbench; it rings and hums as 
he takes a small wrench to the tuning posts. 
Every once in a while, he plays a deft little 
run of notes; he plays acoustic guitar in his 
spare time, he says, but “I’m much better 
fixing em than I am playing them.” 
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A native of Boylston, Morrill began 
mending instruments in the early '70s, after 
breaking his leg. He’d previously taken apart 
and reassembled a guitar and a banjo out of 
curiosity, and while he was laid up, a friend 
gave him a broken fiddle to tinker with. “I 
didn’t know what I was 
doing,” he says, but the 
results were good 
enough that the same 
friend asked him to 
repair a guitar, too. His 
career was launched. 

“The basics of every 
string instrument are 
pretty much the same,” 
Morrill says. 

This attitude means 
that Morrill is willing to 
work on “instruments

Boston cops put the squeeze on the Almighty RSO, 
as the group aims at urban peacemaking 


Bum rap

John Marshall School is resonating 

with a thunderous beat that the room 
can barely contain. Three rappers from the 
Academy Homes housing project in Rox- 
bury, two cupping microphones and one 
spinning discs, are mid-song on the under- 
sized stage when a voice from the back of 
the cafeteria abruptly calls for them to stop. 

Raymond “Ray Dogg” Scott, lead rapper 
for the ascending group Almighty RSO, 
moves quickly to the rise of the stage. “You 
can’t have two niggers together on the same 
side,” he says, coaching them to move away 
from each other as they sing so the stage 
doesn’t swallow them. 

The rappers listen attentively. This is 
“Dogg,” after all, a product of the Dorch- 
ester streets whose group’s latest single, 
“You Could Be My Boo” (from Doomsday: 
Forever RSO, on Virgin Records), has bro- 
ken through on the Billboard charts and is 
earning considerable video rotation on Black 
Entertainment Television. 

Ray Dogg’s already done right by the am- 
ateur rappers looking to follow his lead. Ear- 
lier this year, he formed the independent 
Surrender Records label and brought to- 
gether rappers — some of them sworn ene- 
mies — from 10 gangs across Boston to ap- 
pear on the label’s debut compilation 
recording, In the Company of Killers. So on 
this wet winter night, Ray Dogg is offering 
performance pointers to a roster of Surren- 
der rappers rehearsing for a holiday concert 
with RSO at the Sky Cap Plaza in Roxbury. 

The idea behind Surrender, says Ray 
Dogg, is to give gang bangers a legitimate 
way out of the urban quagmire that doesn’t 
begin with a trip to Boston City Hospital’s 
emergency room. Surrender has one central 
rule for its rappers: leave the violence and 
the beefs with other gangs behind. 

But the police, wary of RSO’s gang histo- 
ry and angered by their lawless lyrics, have a 
difficult time believing that the group is up 
to anything but trouble. 

“A few of them I know believe it’s a front 
for illegal activity,” Ray Dogg says of the po- 
lice’s take on Surrender Records. 

In fact, just two days before the concert, 
Boston police pressured Sky Cap’s manage- 
ment to kill the event, citing permit and se- 
curity problems. The show was ultimately al- 
lowed to go on — but only after RSO’s 
record-company lawyer intervened and Ray 
Dogg assured some sympathetic cops that 
there would be no violence. 

That, say RSO members and civil-liberties 
advocates, is just the latest episode in a pat- 
tern of harassment by state and local police. 
In the last year, RSO members say, they 
have been continually stopped without 
cause, and in some cases arrested, because 
of their affiliation with RSO. 

For instance: 

@ Last July, group member Marco “E 
Devious” Dennis was driving in Mattapan 
with two magazine photographers when 
Boston police stopped the car they were in 
and searched them with guns drawn, ac- 
cording to RSO’s Boston attorney, John 
Swomley. 

@ Ray Dogg has been stopped by police 
several times in recent months; on one occa- 
sion, a white state trooper called him a “nig- 

ger” as he frisked him. The latest incident 
was in September, when state police pulled 
him over as he drove his Mercedes — bear- 
ing the license plate RSO-1 — in Mattapan. 
He was ostensibly stopped for having exces- 
sively tinted windows, but he was arrested at

gunpoint on several charges, including re- 
sisting arrest and possessing marijuana. 

Boston police assisted in the arrest and im- 

pounded his car. 

@ A week later, RSO disc jockey “Deff 
Jeff’ Neal was the passenger in a car pulled 
over by Boston police less than a block away 
from the Area B-2 police precinct in Matta- 
pan. The driver was released after he was 
frisked and produced identification. Neal, 
who carried no identification, was hand- 
cuffed and arrested after he protested the 
stop and search. It was his first arrest. At the 
station, Neal says, police taunted him as they 
recited some of the group’s anti-cop lyrics. 
Neal was released only after police blocked 
the station door so they could take a photo- 
graph of him for their files. 

Boston Police Department spokesperson 
Sargeant Margo Hill scoffs at RSO’s allega- 
tions of ongoing harassment. 

‘Yeah, we do that all the time. We take 
citizens off the street, handcuff them, and 
take their pictures for no reason. I think 
not,” she says wryly. Hill declined further 
comment. 

RSO members don’t argue that their 
pasts are pristine. Nor do they disavow the 
friends — some with gang connections — 
whom they grew up with in Boston’s ghet- 
tos. In fact, it was outside the John Mar- 
shall School about four years. ago that 
three friends of the group — two of them 
reputed by police to be RSO bodyguards 
with ties to the Castlegate crew — were 
shot and injured by a rival gang while on 
their way to an RSO concert. That, police 
said at the time, was just one piece of evi- 
dence linking RSO with such notorious 
crews as Castlegate, Corbett Street, Four 
Corners, and Intervale. 

And in the early "90s, street violence 
claimed the lives of two group members: 
Tony “Big T” Johnson was shot, and Rod- 
ney “Rock” Pitts was stabbed. 

Ray Dogg readily acknowledges that he 
has served short stints in jail — once for 
possession of marijuana, another time for 
an outstanding warrant for driving without 
a license. 

But now, with a three-year-old son (on 
whom he dotes) and a daughter on the way, 
Ray Dogg — father, rapper, producer, busi- 
nessman — says that’s all behind him. 

“I have a lot of responsibilities and people 
to account for,” he says. “There’s no way I 
can do what I was doing.” 

While police may not take Ray Dogg’s 
words at face value, they certainly take 
RSO’s lyrics seriously. And that may well 
account for their ongoing hostility toward 
the group. 

Back in 1992, at the height of the presi- 
dential campaign, President Bush regularly 
slammed rapper Ice-T for his song “Cop 
Killer,” which police and political oppor- 
tunists portrayed as a call for violent attacks 
on police. They urged consumers to boycott 
Time Warner, the record’s label. 

At the same time, the Boston Police Pa- 
trolmen’s Association had RSO in its 
sights for the group’s rap “One in the 
Chamba.” The song was written in re- 
sponse to two incidents in which Boston 
youths were killed unjustifiably, says Ray 
Dogg, by city cops. It is not a universal 
call for anti-police violence, he adds, but a 
declaration of self-defense against the bad 
seeds on the force. 

RSO member Tony Rhome was lead rap- 
per on the song, whose lyrics read in part: 
“And it makes me angry just knowing that 
























a cop can stop, reach, pull 
the trigger, no speech/Laid 
off for two weeks then he’s 
back on the streets/No investi- 
gation, just a paid vacation... 
And I'll be damned if I’m gonna 
get jammed up, slammed up, 
outside a paddy wagon while I’m 
handcuffed/ Now Tony Rhome 
ain’t going out like that, see/Get- 
tin’ smacked like a sap in the 


























back seat/The way | see it if they step and 
they put me in danger . . . Tony Rhome is 
keeping one in the chamba.” 

Those words were enough to provoke 
threats from the Boston Police Patrolmen’s 
Association to sue and/or arrest the group 
under an antiquated McCarthy-era state 
sedition law. That never happened. But 
Tommy Boy, the record company that ini- 
tially released and sold about 30,000 copies 
of “One in the Chamba,” terminated its con- 
tract with RSO. 

Perhaps it’s no coincidence that the police 
are turning up the heat on RSO just as a 
new version of the song is released on the 
group’s latest record — a record whose 
widespread play can’t help but blemish the 
image of a city police department that has 
recently received national recognition for its 
efforts against street violence. 

“They [police] have a problem differenti- 
ating between actual street crime and rap- 
ping about it,” asserts Boston attorney 
Swomley, who says the group is considering 
legal action. “Those are completely different 
things. And the fact that these guys aren't 
sweet to police and tell it like it is offends the 
police.” 

James D’Entremont, director of the Bos- 
ton Coalition for Freedom of Expression, 
believes that police are still smarting from 
the ridicule they received from the ACLU, 
Rock Out Censorship, and various youth or- 
ganizations once the patrolmen’s association 
decided to take on “One in the Chamba.” 

“The police were made to look very fool- 
ish as soon as the facts were out,” he says. “I 
don’t think they forgot that. They’re particu- 
larly offended by the fact that not only did 
their campaign against RSO fail in "92, but 
now RSO is quite successful, despite their 
efforts.” 

Whether RSO still has gang ties, as po- 
lice suspect, is beside the point, 
D’Entremont says. “If they have talent 
worthy of being picked up by a recording 
label, they should be able to cut a record. 
It should be up to the public whether they

are turned off by a band’s reputation.” 

And that reputation has changed as RSO 
evolve from down-and-dirty survivors into 
upstart urban peacemakers. Former rivals in 
Roxbury, Dorchester, and Mattapan now 
say Ray Dogg and Surrender Records con- 
tinue to make overtures to would-be rappers 
and former gangsters who, until recently, 
would never have considered being in the 
same room with one another unarmed. 

Rodney Dailey, founder of Roxbury-based 
Gang Peace, says he has witnessed RSO’s 
transformation over the last few years. 

“We have to give them credit for chang- 
ing,” he insists. “The work they’re doing 
with Surrender Records is very important.” 

If the Sky Cap performance is any indica- 
tion, then RSO may be onto something be- 
yond the grasp of even the best city youth 
programs. Some 600 people — many from 
once-combative gangs across the city — at- 
tended the show. There were no shootings, 
no stabbings, no skirmishes. Only music. 

“Some people would like to ignore all that 
and focus on what they’re saying in their mu- 
sic,” Dailey says, alluding to the police. “But 
when people are doing what's right, let’s not 
continue to try to kick them. RSO has 
learned the music business and has decided 
to teach others the music business. What 
they’re doing is giving back some skills and 
knowledge so these young men and women 
can learn how to do business — legally.” 

That's a source of pride for Ray Dogg. 
“We're on the right way now. What's being 
done has never been done before,” he main- 
tains. “A lot of people want to see us fail, but 
we're not going to give them that plea- 
sure... . 1 can’t do this if I’m in jail.” 

And maybe that's just what some men in 
blue have in mind. g

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Two-tier wage scale at Five on Five; 
plus, Jim Braude seeks to reboot Otherwise

WCVB-TV’s Five on Five has been 

one of the more lucrative perks avail- 
able to those local movers and shakers able 
to do the talking-head thing with some 
measure of coherence. 

But that perk just got a lot less lucrative. 
‘In a letter sent recently to the show’s occa- 
sional contributors, producer Marjorie 
Arons-Barron announced that, as of Jan- 
uary 5, the fee is being cut from $350 to 
$150. Still not bad for an hour’s work on 
Friday mornings, when the half-hour show 
is taped. (It’s broadcast on Channel 5 on 
Sundays at 11:30 a.m.) Nevertheless, the 
new arrangement has prompted some off- 
the-record grumbling among the show’s 
stable of irregulars. “It sucks,” says one. 

Although Arons-Barron declined to 
discuss names and specific dollar 
amounts with the Phoenix, she did con- 
firm that the show’s regular panelists will 
not be affected by the pay cut. Those reg- 
ulars are Hubie Jones, an educator and 
political activist; Doris Kearns Goodwin, 
a Pulitzer Prize—winning historian; Avi 
Nelson, a conservative commentator; and 
Micho Spring, a politically connected PR 
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person who often fills in for Goodwin. 

No permanent replacement has been 
named for the fourth regular, former Bos- 
ton mayor John Collins, who died a year 
ago. The Collins slot, as well as empty seats 
created by vacations and illnesses, are filled 
by a cast that includes Democratic political 
consultant Michael Goldman, former state 
senator Patricia McGovern, Boston Globe 
columnist Jeff Jacoby, former Canton state 
representative Jack Flood, incoming Cam- 
bridge state representative Alice Wolf, and 
Lowell Sun columnist Paul Sullivan. (Mod- 
erator Peter Mehegan makes Five.) 

Arons-Barron defends the measure as a 
reasonable cost-cutting move, adding that 
she often hears from guests who'd be will- 
ing to appear for free. Management decided 
not to cut the regulars’ pay, Arons-Barron 
says, because of the “long-term commit- 
ment” they’ve made to the show. 

But the cutback is a reminder of the 
squeeze that TV news operations are under 
these days. Channel 5 was once hailed as 
the best local news station in the country. 
Though it’s still the class of Boston, cost- 
cutting demanded by its owner, the Hearst 
Corporation, and competitive pressures 
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created by Channel 7’s fast-paced, tabloid- 
like news programming have diminished 
the product considerably. 

“Some people would say, hey, at least 
they’re keeping the show,” says Goldman. 

A defeatist attitude, perhaps, but an un- 
derstandable one in the current climate. 

& 

Liberal activist Jim Braude’s magazine 
Otherwise may not be dead, but even he 
now concedes that it’s on life-support. And 
without a rapid infusion of cash, its most 
recent issue — published in early October 
— may turn out to be its last. 
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Braude, the former executive director of 
the Tax Equity Alliance for Massachusetts 
(TEAM), says he decided a month ago to 
suspend publication and devote all his ef- 
forts to fundraising. He’s hoping to raise 
enough money to publish every other week 
for a three- or four-month stretch, which 
he thinks would be enough time to estab- 
lish a track record and thus keep the mon- 
ey rolling in. 

“It takes some doing to convince even 
politically active wealthy donors that the 
written word can have an impact,” says 
Braude. “This is very frustrating. But after 
doing this for eight or nine months, I’m not 
only convinced that there is a market for 
this, I’m convinced that this is what I want 
to do with my life.” 

Otherwise debuted last April 4 as a bi- 
weekly, but to date only six issues have 
come out. It’s quick, opinionated, and ir- 
reverent, and it’s continued to improve 
following a rocky start. Certainly a sharp, 
locally oriented liberal voice would be a 
welcome addition to the media scene; the 
much-praised quarterly CommonWealth, 
founded last year by high-tech en- 
trepreneur Mitch Kertzman, is too ideo- 
logically mushy to fill that role. 

Braude says he should know by the end 
of February whether he’ll have enough 
commitments to reboot Otherwise. Mean- 
while, managing editor David Tyler has re- 
turned temporarily to the Tab, where he 
used to be editorial-page editor, and Other- 
wise’s website has been turned off. 

Though Braude remains optimistic, one 
of his columnists, advertising executive 
John Carroll, thinks the activist has a right 
to be angry. “I can’t believe the so-called 
liberal community, which urged this guy to 
start this publication, resolutely refuses to 
support it,” Carroll says. “It really is very 
discouraging, I think, for anybody who has 
any kind of hope for a progressive voice 
out there.” cd

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BRUDNOY SPEAKS 


David 


Interview by Peter Kadzis 
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I may be the best-known AIDS patient north 
of New York,” says David Brudnoy with the 
cynical insouciance born of celebrity. 


That’s vintage Brudnoy: tart, to the point, 


and guaranteed to annoy his foes as much as 


it amuses his friends. 


Count me among the friends. And he 
has many. A handful are intimate, but the 
rest will freely admit that David, while an 
easy man to be around, is among the most 
difficult to get to know. 

As a talk-show host on WBZ 1030 AM, 
he commands an audience stretching over 
38 states. And, like many of his listeners, | 
assumed, but never knew for sure, that he 
was gay. That was just another piece of the 
Brudnoy jigsaw. Fiscal conservative. Social 
libertarian. Scourge of the Boobus ameri- 
canus. Apostle of erudite common sense 
for more than a million listeners. And, for 
good measure, holder of degrees (in as- 
cending ordér) from Yale, Harvard, and 
Brandeis. 

Then, a little over two years ago, the jig- 
saw fell apart. After weeks of intense pri- 
vate speculation among friends and col- 
leagues, David confirmed what some had 
feared: he had AIDS. Days of media com- 
motion followed. The long and the short of 
it is this: although it looked as if he was 
going to die, he didn’t. 

Top-flight medical care and the sheer will 
to live brought him over the hump. Among 
other things, he resumed broadcasting, 
launched a drive to raise $10 million for 
AIDS research at Mass General Hospital, 
appeared on Oprah, and wrote — for 
someone so seemingly circumspect — a 
startlingly revealing autobiography, which 
has just been published by Doubleday. 

This fall, as he completed his book and 
began to prepare for his publicity tour, 
news came that an innovative therapy he 
and 7000 other patients around the nation 
were undertaking (a so-called cocktail of 
protease inhibitors and AZT-like drugs) 
had lowered his HIV to undetectable levels. 

Just before Christmas we talked about 
his life and his book for more than two 
hours. He was serene about life, happy 
with his work, curious about the future, 
and, if I read the vibes correctly, just a wee 
bit anxious about his book. 


What’s the meaning of the title, Life Is 
Not a Rehearsa!? 

My friends would often be after me to get 
more involved with them, and I’d always be 
putting them off, saying, “I’ve got to do 
this,” or “I’ve got to work on that.” They'd 
be after me to get a life. | sort of thought I 
had a life. I thought I was doing fascinat- 
ing things — writing, ‘eaching, broadcast- 
ing. But in retrospect | realize that | was 
denying the need for purely personal in- 
volvement. As I went about writing this 


book I realized that, for a bright guy, it 
took me a long, long time to discover 
things about myself, to discover my sexual- 
ity, as well a lot of other things. It suddenly 
dawned on me as | was in the hospital that 
| may not know how long I'm going to live, 
but I wish I had been involved with more 
than my career, involved in things that are 
ultimately of importance. I’m a very Type 
A sort, but as I got better, and as I decided 
to write this book, I decided to live every 
day more fully. | was going to see the peo- 
ple I liked. I wasn’t going to say “later.” | 
wasn’t going to say “delay, delay, delay.” 
As I wrote, that thinking clearly began to 
influence my choice of a title. So many 
books have ghastly titles. I certainly didn’t 
want something like My Hard Times Get- 
ting Through AIDS. | didn’t even want the 
word AIDS in the title, though it clearly 
wouldn't have been written if | hadn't be- 
come an AIDS poster boy of sorts. 


Your book strikes me as kind of contra- 
dictory, trying to reconcile differing as- 
pects of a singular personality. You had a 
traditional upbringing, a highbrow edu- 
cation, heavy professional obligations, 
and — for many years — an intensely 
sensual private life. 

Yes sir, a lot of drugs, drink, sex! Absolute- 
ly. It’s a fair question. . . . Bill Buckley just 
sent me a copy of his review, which will 
appear as the lead in the National Review. | 
was wondering how he was going to han- 
dle this, because he loves me — he really 
does — though the gay thing is always dif- 
ficult, as it is for so many conservatives. 
Early on in his three-page, single-spaced 
review he says, “David Brudnoy had a sex 
life, a very active sex life.” I'm a thrill seek- 
er in some ways. One way in which I mani- 
fested the rebellion against my upbringing 
was not by becoming a shoplifter, or 
damning my father, but by doing things 
that excited me, that were not expected of 
me, and enjoying the privacy of it all. 


What’s your father’s reaction been? 

Very supportive. He’s 88, and has told me, 
“Jeez, | didn’t know you had quite so many 
experiences.” 


But there must be more to it than that. 
Well, there was not only the thrill of it. I 
wanted to see how much I could do while 
still being productive. No one could say 
that in the ’70s, during my great era of 
drugs and alcohol, that I was not success- 
ful. | was rising in television and radio and 





academia and journalism. No one knew — 
except my fellow druggies — that I was 
doing this half the time on LSD. And I was 
getting a kick out of it. It was a little game 
for myself. Good drugs can be a lot of fun, 
and alcohol can be a lot of fun, and cer- 
tainly the sex thing, but ultimately | wanted 
to see how far I could stretch the limits, 
believing as | did that | was invulnerable to 
mere mortal things — like falling offa 
ledge, which almost killed me. 


You’re referring to the time you were on 
acid and played a balancing act on the 
edge of a building? 

Yes. These may not be good answers, but 
they're the best I can do. There are still 
some things I don’t understand about my- 
self, except in a peripheral sense. | know 
what happened, but I’m not always sure 
exactly why. 


As for the sex thing... 

If you’re [a gay man who’s] passably good 
looking, and bold, you can, as I’ve proba- 
bly done, have more sex in one year than 
most heterosexuals have in a lifetime. | 
don’t boast about it. It’s just a fact. Why? 
Because males are promiscuous by nature. 
Put two men together and you double it. 
As for men and women, women tame men. 
There’re floozy women as there are floozy 
men, but by and large heterosexual men do 
not find themselves able to just [snaps fin- 
gers] like that on the street and pick up 
women. Back when I was younger I could 
easily have walked down the street once, 
twice, or three times a day and found what 
I wanted. But I didn’t have time for that. 
And now I’m a monk. 


Along the lines of trying to reconcile con- 
tradictions, anyone who knows you con- 
siders you a very private person. In some 
ways you exude a sort of old-fashioned 
courtliness — punctuated with acid wit. 
Yet you work in a mass-market medium 
that is often coarse and plays to the low- 
est common denominator. Your show es- 
capes that. 

I try. Having successful ratings, I’ve never 
had anyone come up to me and say, “You 
know, you ought to do a gossip segment 
every week.” People say, “Keep doing what 
you do.” I talk about things that interest 
me, and I make no pretense of being the 
average man — by the way, just who is the 
average man? We talk about art. I had Ju- 
lian Schnabel on a while back. How do you 
talk about Julian Schnabel on radio? It’s

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doable. I’ve had classical guitarists on and 
talked about music. People want it straight, 


and they don’t want to be condescended to. 


Very few people call me snobby, but some 
call me elitist, and I’m proud and happy 
about that. I say, “You get ill. You want to 
go to a schlock doctor, or do you want to 
go to Christiaan Barnard?” I try to assume 
that others will take me as I am. It’s amaz- 
ing how many cab drivers, truckers, and 
cops have literally stopped their vehicles 
and gotten out to shake my hand and wish 
me well when I was recuperating. 


I’m going to throw out some names so 
you can free associate. 
Please. 


Rush Limbaugh. 

I can’t stand the way he crinkles his papers 
and knocks on wood. You know — he’s al- 
ways sort of crinkling into the microphone. 
It’s maddening to listen to. What he does 
he obviously does well. He’s made the 
medium something to take seriously. His 
research, in many ways, is shoddy. If you 
don’t know what you're talking about, 
don’t say it. I try not to be in error. My 
views may repel people, but I don’t give a 
datum that someone has concocted for me. 
It’s the datum that’s accurate. I wish he 
were more on the mark. I have a friend 
who sells time for him who says he’s almost 
repressively shy. I’d love to meet him some- 
time. Clearly one day we must. I also think 
that once in a while he panders. I can’t be- 
lieve he’s not a little more libertarian than 
he seems. I think he’s playing more to the 
hard right. I may be wrong. Maybe he is 
hard right, but, God, a guy’s that been 
married four times . . . I have a little trou- 
ble believing this family-values crap. Have 
you noticed that all the Republican bigwigs 
are all married at least twice, and most of 
them have left their wives in bad circum- 
stances? Reagan’s child was born fully 
formed seven months after he married 
Nancy. 


Larry King. 

In the interest of full disclosure, let me tell 
you I’m trying to get on his program... . 
Larry King boasts of not reading books, 
and I wonder how you do a good interview 
if you just ask what you think the cover of 
the book might suggest. On the other hand, 
he gets the best guests in the business. 
That’s key. He is not a tough interviewer, 
but maybe some people need somebody 
who’s going to nurse them through to get it 
all. | watch him when I can. I used to listen 
to him periodically when he was on the ra- 
dio, intrigued by the fact that there were 
people I really wanted to hear from and 
there they were. Larry had them, so I ad- . 
mire him, envy him a little bit. I wish he 
worked a little harder in preparation, but, 
Larry, I want to be on your program. 


Chris Lydon. 

Chris and I go way back to Yale. My prob- 
lem is, I don’t get a chance to hear him as 
often as I’d like. Working at night, the 
mornings are the time I try to call my own. 
I might be doing an interview like this one, 
or going to the hospital for my exam, or 
I’m teaching my class. We share many of 
the same guests. They do Chris in the 
morning and my show at night. When I 
have heard the program the intelligence is 
obvious. It’s over-produced, the introduc- 
tions are too long, and there’s a pedantry 
factor in it that I think is unnecessary, but I 
think that people who work for stations 
that beg for money rather than advertise 
tend to think that it’s okay to be tiresome. 


Charlie Rose. 

Charlie Rose is the best television inter- 
viewer with the possible exception of Bri- 
an Lamb. Charlie Rose’s people asked me 
to be on way back in early 95 when I was 
way too weak to travel around. I’d love to 
do it sometime. He’s intensely intelligent, 
and asks the right questions, and doesn’t 
use it to flatter himself. He uses it to in- 
form his viewers, and to me the best in- 
terviewers are those who don’t feature 
themselves. My great media hero is Ed 
Sullivan. Why? Ed Sullivan had no talent 
other than to recognize great talent and 





put it forward, and to me that is an art. 


Some people may be surprised to learn 
that in the ’60s you taught at an all-black 
school, Texas Southern University. 

Two things. One, I wanted to get away 
from Paul — one of the three great loves of 
my life — and I thought it better for me to 
get out of Cambridge.

or the Harvard libraries studying Chinese 
or Japanese or Korean texts, and it’s an in- 
teresting life, but it is really removed from 
the active life. I didn’t want to march any- 
more. I wanted see how things really went. 


What did you learn? 

What I didn’t know. That I was too sure of 
myself. That I was too fast to judge people. 
That the problem of race relations was 
more complex than I imagined. Many 
Southern whites — to my surprise — were 
not bad people. They just didn’t know what 
to do. But mainly, and most importantly, I 
learned from my students. I learned not to 
stercotype. I learned what a wide range of 
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‘lf you’re [a gay man who’s] passably good- 
looking, and bold, you can, as I’ve probably 
done, have more sex in one year than most 
heterosexuals have in a lifetime. I don’t 
boast about it. It’s just a fact. Why? Because 
males are promiscuous by nature. Put two 
men together and you double it.’ 


So there was more? 
Yes. I was making connections with other 
parts of my life. I thought, was I the orga- 
nizer for the NAACP at Yale at a time when 
this was regarded as ridiculous? Yeah. Was 
my mother a big sort of civil-rights activist 
at home? Yeah. Was I writing things in the 
school newspapers about bigotry, like the 
Japanese war-relocation camps? Yeah. 
There’s a theme running through here — 
that I get pissed off at people being badly 
treated on the basis of irrelevant criteria. I 
believe in discrimination. I don’t want 
dwarfs as basketball players. But irrelevant 
discrimination has always bothered me — 
saying, “You can’t do this because you’re 
gay. You can’t do this because you’re black. 
You can’t do this because you’re Jewish,” 
or whatever. And I thought, maybe I can do 
something that will be of interest. Part of it 
was self-delusion, thinking, you know, 
white liberal goes down to the South and 
uplifts his black brothers. On the other 
hand, I thought this would be an absolutely 
marvelous way to live in history rather than 
simply be an observer. You sit at the Yale 





people these kids were. I wanted to test and 
see how much I really believed what I 
mouthed. I mouthed a good liberal line. I 
wanted to see if there was a liberal line in 
the sense of believing in equality of oppor- 
tunity. I’m no longer a liberal in the sense 
of what has turned into modern-day liber- 
alism, but I wanted to see if I meant it. I re- 
alized I did. I found that it was good to ac- 
tually cohere with black people as well as 
whites, not in the token way in which you 
have the occasional black friend, but in an 
environment where my chairman was 
black, my president was black, most of my 
colleagues were black, all of my students 
were black. This was good. One of the rea- 
sons I’m so hostile to affirmative action is 
my belief that if you start condescending to 
people — no matter what your motivation 
— you have reduced them, you’ve dimin- 
ished them. My students didn’t need dimin- 
ishment. They needed to be treated just as 
toughly as I treat my kids today at BU. 


At Northeastern you were the faculty ad- 
viser for SDS, Students for a Democratic 
Society. 











The kids were lovely and sweet and just as 
dumb as bat shit. Basically, the guys were 
just trying to get laid by glorifying 
peasants. . . . But it was fun to do at the 
time. I was strongly convinced that some- 
thing was rotten in America. I didn’t know 
what to do about it, about the goddamn 
war, about the inequities of society. With 
all due respect to my friends Carl Oglesby 
and Dotson Rader, I don’t think improve- 
ments to our society have come from the 
left. In the past they came from the rational 
middle, from people like Hubert 
Humphrey. 


Isn’t it ironic that it was during your time 
as the adviser to the SDS that you began 
to be drawn to more conservative and lib- 
ertarian thought? 

I think you have to be careful of stereotypi- 
cal views of conservatives. Take someone 
like Jack Kemp. He may be a moron, but 
he’s a decent fellow with decent instincts. 
He’s in favor of equality of opportunity. If 
there’s a consistent strand with me — 
whether I was a Humphrey liberal, or a 
Buckley conservative, or an Ayn Rand ob- 
jectivist — it’s a belief that everyone should 
get a fair chance in life. Period. Which is 
why my sort of gay-liberation stuff is sim- 
ple. Don’t give me any special favors. Just 
don’t deny me opportunity because of 
something that is irrelevant to whether I do 
the job. I never. found a contradiction in 
this. 


Many conservatives don’t see things so 
clearly. 

By and large, the conservatives that I know 
have one basic problem these days when it 
comes to equality of opportunity, and that’s 
the gay question. Color is no longer a ques- 
tion for the average decent conservative any 
more than sexuality is a problem for the av- 
erage decent liberal. 


Perhaps the terms “liberal” and “conser- 
vative” are ceasing to have much value? 
People ask me what I believe about foreign 
policy. I tend to prefer non-involvement. I 
don’t know if that’s liberal or conservative. 
Can one be in favor of equal rights for 
black people and at the same time resist in- 
volvement in Bosnia? Look, liberals tend to 
favor big government, and conservatives 
tend to favor small. This has nothing to do 
with equal rights. People should be evaluat- 
ed on their deeds. When I’ve been wrong in 
life it’s usually been out of stupidity, not 
out of ideological commitment. 


Define libertarianism. 

Libertarianism stresses the primacy of the 
individual, believes his activities should be 
in no way prohibited by any government 
unless he aggresses against others. I op- 
pose the government in virtually everything 
— anything to do with V-chips, or ratings 
for television or movies, or telling people 
what they may read, or to whom they may 
do what, or which drugs are sanctioned 
and which are not. It’s freedom, but not 
anarchy. The standards have to arise from 
within. You should be fully prepared to be 
shunned by others if your behavior bothers 
them. We can’t claim the right to do any- 
thing we wani, and then demand that oth- 
ers love us for it. 


Conservatism? 

Conservatism stresses more the traditional, 
and generally attaches to a belief in some 
supernatural entity. Some libertarians are 
believers in a god, and some are not. It’s ir- 
relevant to being a libertarian. William 
Buckley once said, “It’s possible to be an 
agnostic or an atheist and be a conserva- 
tive, but not to be a God-hater.” I think 
he’s right, which is why I’m fully embraced 
by him as a conservative with libertarian 
deviations who has spent a lot of life doing 
things with men in bed that conservatives 
don’t approve of. I don’t know if you read 
the Herald’s Don Feder, but he’s fixated on 
tradition and on being hostile to gay rights. 
I think a lot of conservatives grasp certain 
things, call them the tradition of the West, 
and then swear by them. It is odd when one 
studies history or realizes how few of these 
things are traditions of the West. A lot of 
what we believe is traditional is in fact quite 
recent. The tradition of allowing people to 
do as they will and then evaluate them indi- 




















vidually is the best tradition I can think of. I 
wish conservatives were more prone to that 
than to the futile and almost hysterical de- 
fenses they are now erecting for marriage. I 
mean, the Defense of Marriage Act is an 
example of one of the silliest things ever. If 
the heterosexual marriage needs to be de- 
fended by laws saying gays can’t get mar- 
ried, then the heterosexual marriage is in 
dire straits. 


You’ve mentioned William Buckley a cou- 
ple of times. What’s your capsule read on 
the man? 

Bill is exceptionally intellectual. He’s a 
tough fighter, but is always the gentleman. 
He’s warm and supportive of people in 
ways that many would not imagine. It was 
his magazine, after all, that asked me to 
write the first piece I ever did on the AIDS 
thing. It was not some liberal journal. I 
didn’t get a call from the Phoenix saying, 
“Tell your story” — not that there’s any 
need. But Buckley wanted his audience to 
understand that here’s a cherished member 
of the National Review family for nearly a 
quarter of a century. He wanted them to 
see a facet of me that some might not un- 
derstand. He’s open in a way a lot of con- 
servatives aren’t. Bill Buckley believes in 
decriminalizing marijuana. Buckley plays 
with ideas. Richard Hoftstadter defined an 
intellectual as an individual who enjoys the 
playfulness of the mind, and Buckley is the 
most playful man I know. He loves his mu- 
sic and his computers and his motorcycle, 
which his wife doesn’t let him ride anymore 
— he’s 71 years old — and his voyages 
around the world on his little boat. He’s a 
thrill seeker with a much more elegant style 
than I will ever attain. 


Let’s talk about another B who you’ve 
been closely associated with — Mike Bar- 
nicle. Now, Buckley’s a very cerebral cat. 
Barnicle, in print anyway and on air, is a 
very emotional and intuitive character. 
Play Boswell to Barnicle. 

Mike is a pussycat. He’s a sweet and loving 
guy whose persona is the average Joe who 
doesn’t know how to get his tie tied prop- 
erly — an enormous act, by the way. I 
don’t know if you’ve ever seen his house in 
Lincoln. Beautiful wife, lovely kids, and so 
on. Mike is another man who responds to 
you one-on-one. He snuck into the hospital 
to see me, and was able to get past all the 
security because he looks just like a guy 
who could work there. He’s the guy who 
doesn’t want people to know how nice he 
is. People see him as the caustic observer, 
yet some of the best columns he writes are 
the ones where he just gets emotionally and 
humanly involved in people — not blaming 
anyone for anything, just sort of telling 
somebody’s story in a way that isn’t 
lugubrious but is heartfelt. He’s got a beau- 
tiful ability to write almost anything. Style 
must flow. Since I work with him in ad-lib 
situations, I know how clever his use of the 
language is, and how bright he is. I think 
the lesser Barnicle is the guy who dumps 
on people, like Roger Clemens for daring 
to take a better job. If the New York Times 
offered Mike Barnicle two and a half mil- 
lion dollars, he too would leave Boston. 
Those sort of columns are something he 
can probably do on the way to get a hair- 
cut. The best of Barnicle is when he zeroes 
in on something that’s really a depravation 
of common sense or decency, or when he’s 
just letting his good heart — he’s got a big 
and good heart — show. I like people who 
are kindly, but who aren’t pussies. 


What about Barnicle’s print rival, Howie 
Carr? 

Howie is well plugged in and knows where 
the bodies are buried. He did a column re- 
cently on Scondras. It was just another 
cruelty. I don’t know why Howie feels the 
need to gang up on Scondras. Scondras is 
his own worst enemy. He doesn’t need 
Howie to deal with him. Howie takes enor- 
mous pleasure in pointing out who’s having 
problems in their personal life. I don’t get 
it. I understand attacking people who are 
cheating the public, double dipping. But 
once you start dealing with people’s private 


. lives, it’s gossip, it’s not journalism. He’s 

exceptionally bright. Howie, in person, is a 
real nice guy. Howie on the radio or in the’ 
columns seems to want to be mean. I don’t 





know which is the real Howie. I commend 
his success. He’s not, by the way, an evil 
person who goes out and creates misery. 
He feasts, however, on people’s hard times 
in a way that I wish he would not. 


What was the moment like when the doc- 
tor told you that you were HIV-positive? 
That’s going back to 1988. It’s interesting. 
I thought I couldn’t be HIV-positive be- 
cause I didn’t do the things, so the jolt of it 
was, “Well I’ll be damned.” I went to the 
doctor’s office fully expecting the results to 
be negative, and when they weren’t I did 
one of my Brudnoy acts. “Okay,” I said, 
“now what would you suggest I do about 





I think — and I’ve said this to Andrew — 
that he is understandably more optimistic 
than I think the data warrant. Dr. David 
Ho, who was recently on the front page of 
the Wall Street Journal and was named 
Time magazine’s man of the year, is now 
calling for his AIDS-cocktail patients to go 
off of it and see if they are in fact cured. 
And nobody wants to do it. He’s talking 
about people who are infected and then 
immediately put on it. I’ve been infected 
for at least six years now — at least eight, 
and possibly 10 or 15 — so I’m not a 
good candidate for this. The thought is 
that people got tested, figuring they were 
probably infected two or three months ago.

this?” I went analytical. I dealt with it intel- 
ligently, but I kept saying, “It ain’t gonna 
affect me.” I created my little support 
group, just to be sure, and so and on and 
so forth. I had my thrush. I had diarrhea 
and loss of weight but nothing else. It was 
all quite bearable. 


And then it wasn’t. 

I was deeply in denial. Those last few 
weeks and days I kept telling myself that it 
was just a bad case of the flu. I must have 
done some pretty bad radio. I don’t think 
I'll ever be smart enough to comprehend 
what was going through my mind. Fear, I 
guess. An overextended sense of pride. The 
knowledge that I was in for a pretty miser- 
able time. I didn’t want to face it. 


Let me quote something Andrew Suilivan 
wrote in the New York Times about 
promising medical breakthroughs of the 
kind that have helped you so much. “The 
power of the new treatment is such that di- 
agnosis of HIV infection is not just differ- 
ent today, it’s different in kind. It no longer 
signifies death. It merely signifies illness.” 





Ho put them right on the cocktail. They’ve 
been on it now for a year. Now let’s see. 
We'll take them off, and we'll see if in fact 
AIDS is gone. Nobody wants to do it for 
obvious reasons. One guy was quoted as 
saying, “Somebody’s got to do it, but I’m 
not going to be the one.” | think that’s 
where Andrew errs in this. There is no evi- 
dence that this thing will last, there’s no 
evidence that the mutations won’t win, ul- 
timately. There’s only this. Those of us 
who are on it are in a lot better shape than 
we were. I now renew my magazine sub- 
scriptions for three years, but that doesn’t 
mean I think I'll necessarily be around to 
read them. Andrew is a wonderful man 
with a beautiful prose style. I like him 
enormously. The piece was dynamic and 
important, but it went some degrees more 
than is warranted. 


You don’t deal with these new treatments 
in your book? 

I had time to alter the last part of the book. 
I decided not to. The story was a story that 
had a natural ending — getting back into 
life, rather than going into the next phase 
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of life. Maybe there’s a sequel, I don’t 
know. 


Sullivan also wrote that AIDS has helped 
to bridge the gap between gay and 
straight America. What do you think? 
The first couple of years I think it drove 
a wedge further. But things have 
changed. You’ve seen surveys that indi- 
cate those who have a gay friend have a 
different view about things like equal-op- 
portunity rights, and work, and so on 
than people who don’t. And now the fact 
that there’ve been a couple hundred 
thousand deaths, and there’s a million 
and a half people known to be infected, 
and that many of these people are people 
whom one really respects and loves, 
whether in the entertainment world or 
elsewhere, has meant that there has been 
a gathering together. 


But you sound so tentative when you say 
that. 

The fact is that now it is moving to the one 
community in America which is the least 
likely to contend with it. That’s the black 
community. The homophobia, the AIDS 
denial among blacks is appalling. This is 
the problem — it’s becoming a black, His- 
panic, and female disease. Everyone wants 
to pretend, of course, that blacks are all 
getting it from drugs. I guarantee you that 
there’s as much homosexuality among Ne- 
groes as there is among Caucasians. An- 
drew, again by being the conciliatory kind 
of guy he is — sweet, soft-spoken, hope- 
filled — perhaps is stressing this a little bit 
more than I would. 


But overall, wouldn’t you say... 

Let me anticipate. Yes, I think that a lot of 
people understand it now. They know that 
we’re in this together. I’m the one more 
likely to die of it than they, but nonetheless 
they don’t regard those of us with AIDS as 
somehow a different species of man. We 
just did some stupid things or some un- 
lucky things and have a real bad time of it 
right now. 


What are the implications that these ex- 
pensive treatments are really unavailable 
to so many in the world, especially in 
Africa and Asia? 

And here in America to the poor black, 
poor Hispanic, and poor white communi- 


- ties. What is needed now is more work } 


along the lines of what we are currently 
seeing, the possibility of the drug-combi- 
nation therapy. But we need more. Con- 
sider this. It’s estimated that there are 
currently millions of people infected in 
Southeast Asia, and several million people 
infected in India, and there’s 20 million 
people infected in Africa. My drugs now 
cost me about $30,000 a year. I can af- 
ford it. My insurance company can afford 
it. I’m on about 48 pills. Say you can get 
that cost down to $20,000 a year. Multi- 
ply that cost by the tens of millions infect- 
ed. This is more than the American bud- 
get. Consequently, what is needed is a 
vaccine — but only a vaccine that could 
be administered at three or four dollars a 
shot, like the polio vaccine, will stop this 
horror. “To them who has shall be given, 
from them who have not shall be taken 
away,” goes one of the old Negro gospel 
songs. Until a second avenue of treatment 
can be opened — and that’s a vaccine — 
there will be hope for the rich, but little 
for the poor. It won’t happen this year, 
probably not until the middle of the 21st 
century. But smallpox is gone, and polio 
is almost gone, and malaria except in 
tropical areas is gone — all because of 
vaccines. 


What short-term hope is there for the 
American poor? 

If we want to deal with this or anything 
else, we have to find a different insurance 
system in America. We have the best medi- 
cal care in the world, but our insurance is a 
botch, and it’s not that I want socialized 
medicine. But I certainly want us to ac- 
knowledge that where disease is, questions 
of class and race and gender are or should 
be irrelevant. That we want to help every- 
body get well. I know that sounds awfully 
liberal. Don’t quote me. Quote me if you 
want. I’m telling you how I really feel. 
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Elderly Boston tenants who face rent hikes 


are looking to City Hall for help

EVENTY-FIVE-YEAR-OLD Patrick 

Casey and his wife immigrated to 

Boston from Ireland 40 years ago. 
For the past 33 years, they have been liv- 
ing in a small, one-bedroom rent-con- 
trolled apartment on Haviland Street, near 
Symphony Hall. Over the years, they have 
met a lot of people, watched the city 
change around them, and developed some 
dear friendships in their community. They 
love where they live. 

Now in retirement, the Caseys have 
been getting by on an annual income of 
$12,000 in Social Security benefits. But 
recently, Casey’s landlord gave him verbal 
notice that, as of January, with the end of 
rent-control protection, his rent will in- 
crease from $450 to $800 a month. Like 
other elderly renters across the city, the 
Caseys are being priced out of their home. 

“We really don’t know what to do,” says 
Patrick Casey. “The whole building is oc- 
cupied by students, and we are only in the 
way of the landlord making more money 
off the college kids.” 

Despite efforts by the city and nonprofit 
tenant organizations to ensure the avail- 
ability of affordable apartments after rent 
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control, there is a massive shortage of 
low-cost housing in Boston. Tenant advo- 
cates argue that the city’s landlords have 
made only token attempts to address the 
crisis. In December of 1995, the Rental 





protection. Today, all of those units are 
filled, but not by affordable-housing ten- 
ants. Instead, they were put back on the 
market and brokered by real-estate agen- 
cies to anyone who wanted them. 
According to Kathy Brown, director of 
the Boston tenants’-rights organization 
City Life and a member of the Boston 
Tenants Coalition, renters put at risk by 
the demise of rent control had no access 
to those 168 units at all. The units were 
never listed, she claims, and there was no 
application process or even a number for 
at-risk tenants to call for information. 
“People in our office called the RHA to 
find out about the program, and their own 
support staff who an- 
swered the phones had no 
knowledge whatsoever of 
the program,” says Brown. 
“The announcement was a 
a total sham. If the RHA 
SON ps od — 7 was really sincere about 


. the 168 units, they would 
Ree tint be contacting tenant orga- 
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tising in local newspapers. 
Instead, the program was 
swept under the rug — if 
it even existed at all.” 

The phasing out of rent 
control over the past two 
years has been a compli- 
cated process. Protections 
in place since 1976 were 
voted out in 1995, under 
ballot Question 9. Accord- 
ing to the mayor’s office, 
the change would have put 
an estimated 16,337 Bos- 
ton residents at risk for 
large rent increases and, 
in some cases, homeless- 
ness. Shortly after rent 
control was voted out, however, the state 
passed a statute extending limited protec- 
tion to qualifying renters based on age, in- 
come, and health. Approximately 8376 res- 
idents were protected under that extension 
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Housing Authority (RHA), a division of 
the Greater Boston Real Estate Board, 
representing the city’s landlords, an- 
nounced that 168 units would be made 
available to tenants losing rent-control 
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until January 1996; another 7961 continued to live under 
rent control until this month. 

Now, with the second phase of the extension expired, the 
mostly elderly tenants who were protected by it feel they 
have nowhere to turn. They fear for their immediate fu- 
tures, and what they see as RHA’s failure to follow through 
on last year’s promises leaves them skeptical about whether 
the city will help them. 

Last month, the RHA announced that another 200 af- 
fordable units would be made available to these elderly ten- 
ants, but tenant organizations, wary of the landlords’ abili- 
ty to distribute those apartments, are demanding that the 
city take over the process. 

“The city has to administer this second program in order 
for it to be effective,” says Brown. “There is a definite need 
for some sort of public campaign before we lose these 
apartments the same way we lost the 168 units last year.” 

Carlos Amaro, a 74-year-old widowed fisherman, is one 
of the many who would have liked to get his hands on one 
of the original RHA units. He knew he would be protected 
until January 1997, but decided to apply for one of the 168 
units last year, before he ended up exactly the way he is 
now — poverty-stricken and on the verge of homelessness. 

“I was just told my rent will go up another $365 as of Jan- 
uary 1,” says Amaro. “I feared this would happen. You see I 
am old, but fam not stupid. I remember reading about the 
RHA program, and I jumped right on it. But I was told by a 
man in the RHA office that | must have misunderstood be-

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cause there were no apartments available. Now | find out I am 
not losing my mind.

Amaro is understandably skeptical about the promised 
additional 200 units. “If you want to help us, then thank 
you,” he says. “But if you want to give us false hope, then 
leave us-alone.” 






ROWN SAYS THAT OVER the past year, the Boston 
Tenants Coalition, which comprises a number of ten- 
ants’-rights groups, has worked closely with Mayor Menino 

and other city officials to set up programs.to help former 
rent-control tenants. This alliance with the mayor, dubbed 
the Safety Net Program, has resulted in the revamping of 
the Rent Equity Board into the Rental Housing Resource 
Center and the creation of priority lists for Section 8 certifi- 
cates and vouchers that put former rent-control tenants 
first. In addition, City Hall has promised to provide $2 mil- 
lion in rental assistance over two years. The city has also set 
up a Tenant-Landlord Mediation Program that uses rehab 
loans as an incentive to landlords and a service called Hous- 
ing Search to help former rent-control tenants find housing. 

“We have been working very closely with tenants 
groups,” says John Dorsey, spokesman for the mayor. 
“But, this project [distributing the 168 affordable units] 
belonged to the RHA, and they said they were handling it.” 

Dorsey added that Pat Canavan, the mayor’s housing ad- 
viser, received a list of the 200 new RHA units on Decem- 
ber 20 and will develop a formula for distribution. He says 
that such a list was not provided with the announcement of 
the first 168 units in 1995. 

As far as RHA director Ed Shanahan is concerned, the 
Boston Tenants Coalition is trying to fabricate a crisis and 
Canavan is the one who should be blamed for the failure to 
supply the 168 units to the tenants. 

“Listen, the program was set up in a way that anyone 
coming off rent control needed to contact Pat Canavan, 
who would then contact me,” says Shanahan. “We don’t 
have a list of rent-control tenants. The city has those stats.” 

Shanahan admits there was no public campaign for the 
first 168 units. “Landlords who donated the units wanted 
to remain anonymous. They didn’t want other tenants 
knowing that affordable-housing tenants were moving in,” 
says Shanahan. “I mean, we are not going to have an Okla- 
homa land rush here, so we didn’t publicize it.” 

Asked how people are supposed to find out about the 
RHA-provided units, Shanahan says, “I assume they are 
being contacted by Canavan or her staff or maybe even the 
Rent Equity Board. She is the focal point for this, not me.” 

Brown, however, persists in laying blame at the RHA’s door. 

“The fact is, Ed Shanahan does not deal in reality,” she 
says. “I have sat with elderly women who just cry their eyes 
out because they don’t even know where to begin looking 
for help. And there are groups like the RHA which are 
leading them astray. It’s horrible.” &

Then he quickly moves 
on to hearing loss and 
sinuses. 

After nearly an 
hour, someone 
pipes up: “What 
does this have 
to do with help- 
ing us stop 
smoking?”

when Ben-Hur ruled a technicolor 


Hollywood, he was unaccount- 
ably drawn to black-and-white 
Bogart. He and his friends 
scoured West Side revival houses 
for the films and then institution- 
alized the form by founding the 
Bleeker Street Cinema in 1963. 
By the early ’90s, Franchi was 
comfortably installed in nostal- 
gia’s biggest-ever bull market, 
selling old movie posters at the 
Nostalgia Factory on Newbury 
Street. 

Then, just when nostalgia 
seemed like a good way to make 
a living, something strange hap- 
pened in Franchi’s store. In the 
early days of 1991 — one year 
into the "90s — two kids came in 
and asked for ’80s stuff. 

It’s still happening, and it’s hap- 
pening all over. Misty-eyed twen- 
tysomethings will put together 
full-costume dress for ’80s theme 
parties. At Toy Scout, a vintage- 
toy marketer in Ohio, Bill Brueg- 
man regularly gets calls from 

' teenagers bidding hundreds of 
dollars for Masters of the Universe 
figurines, circa 1987. Air Jordan 
windbreakers from 1986 are sell- 
ing for hundreds of dollars on the 
vintage-goods market in Asia. 
Batman collectibles — that’s from 
the good old bad old days of 1989 
— are flying off the shelves, as are 
Nightmare Before Christmas prod- 
ucts, which are all of three years 
old, Bruegman says. 

“We get people coming in and 
talking about the early 90s,” says a 
clerk at Allston Beat in Cambridge. 

There is no doubt about it: the 
hibernation period between a 
product’s initial appearance on 
the market and its second coming 

as kitsch has dwindled to a frac- 
tion of what it once was — the 
most extreme case being the 
breasty box-office flop Showgirls, 
which reappeared as a midnight- 
madness cult flick at Coolidge 
Corner four months after it disap-

There’s nothing new about 
youth culture fixating on the 
past.

What makes the ’70s craze 
different is its soulless mechan- 
ics. Urban Outfitters, in particu- 
lar, knows how to suck a trend 
dry, and its masterminds have 
pumped rag-picker retro fashion 
into the mainstream with brutal 
efficiency.

Ask around in the bellbottom 
mafia, and you'll discover that the 
70s don’t seem to mean anything 
to anybody. “I just think of TV 
shows, says Lorena Ho, 22, who 
was at Urban Outfitters picking 
out shirts in wide-collar synthetic. 
“The Brady Bunch? Or — wasn’t 
that not the ’70s? Honestly, it’s 
all a blur. I think of Welcome 
Back, Kotter. Afros. White tennis 
shoes with three black stripes. 
Were those Adidas?” 

Emily Malone, an 18-year-old 
freshman at the Museum School, 
links the decade to “fun-loving 
people dancing.” She smiles and 
shrugs. “The music was funky,” 
she offers. : 

No one is more aware of this 
dissociation than Sue Otto, who 
as a Style forecaster for Urban 
Outfitters has helped to system- 
atically produce the retro trend. 
Lately, Otto has found herself 
stocking the super-hip chain with 
reproductions of the same clothes 
she wore as a member of the 
Class of 1976. 

“I don’t think they 
have any idea” what 
the ’70s were about, 
she says of her young 
shoppers. At the time, 
outrageous fashion “was 
representative of a free 
culture. But I don’t think 
they know that. They 
think it’s funny.” 

Bell-bottoms are just the 
tip of the iceberg; the nostalgia 
marketing machine has washed 
the meaning out of all period pop 
culture. Dusty Springfield, Karen 
Carpenter, and Burt Reynolds 
have all recently emerged from the 
past, and for teenagers who didn’t 
see them the first time around, it’s 
hard to say where they came from. 
Franchi has noticed the phe- 
nomenon in the movie-memora- 
bilia business — for teens, the 
television era has atomized into a 
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“They really have no idea 
whether Lucy was before The 
Brady Bunch or after The Brady 
Bunch. It’s all just old stuff,” he 
says. “We grew up with it in se- 
quence, so we had some idea. 
But now, who knows what was 
first? It’s like who knows which 
of the Punic Wars was first? 
Only the people who lived 
through the Punic Wars.” 

So why have we buried our- 


selves in the past? The simple an- ' 


swer is, because we can. It wasn’t 
until the 1980s that we developed 
the technology for endless, effi- 
cient recapitulation. Whereas 
Franchi and his friends had to 
forage for old movies in the 
1950s, kids now have access to 
endlessly looping reruns on Nick 
at Nite and Mystery Science The- 
ater 3000. Those venues, like 
MTV, integrate old clips without 
any sense of context, and often

without even explaining that they 
are old in the first place. John 
Koenig, a vintage-toy dealer with 
Toy Trader in Wisconsin, had to 
explain to his children that Mr. 
Ed, which they saw on Nick- 
elodeon, was-not a new show. 
“They're marketing nostalgia to 
kids that don’t have nostalgia,” 
he says bemusedly. 

But from a marketing view, 
that’s hardly relevant; along with 
cable TV and videos came a 
heightened awareness that the 
stuff sells. There was a time in 
America when modernity sold, 
but now we have an organized 
market for items whose only 
virtue is that they evoke the past. 
Consider that F. Scott Fitzger- 
ald’s novels, by 1940, were 
deemed old-fashioned and were 


almost impossible fo find. Now 
odd'curios from the “60s — take 
GOrt wil Ziiivy GY. : 
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underside, kind of,” says Fergu- 
son, a music-video producer who 
herself opts for a seamless ’60s 


cards. Come on, these are staid 
hobbies.” 
Koenig’s concern is not entire-

seminated nationwide. Nostalgia 
has become a booming market 
with values that are both arbi- 
trary and trend-driven. As such, 
it is infinitely exploitable. 


The strange tale of 
Mr. Lunch Box 

If there is one man who first 
recognized how much there was 
to exploit, it was Cambridge’s 
Scott Bruce, who burst into the 
collectibles world as Mr. Lunch 
Box in the mid ’80s. He knew 
nothing about antiques, but he 
knew his generation (Bruce is 
now 41), and he set out with the 
express purpose of creating a 
collectibles trend out of thin air. 

He spent six months scouring 
junk shops for the right item — 
something scarce enough, and 
evocative enough, and cheap 
enough to make his fortune. He 
looked at pedal cars and cap 
guns and board games, and then 
one day, he happened upon the 
perfect grade-school relic: a Jet- 
sons lunch box. He knew he had 
something. But when he turned 
to the elder statesmen of the col- 
lectibles world, they thought he 
was crazy. You can’t just create 
nostalgia, they told him. 

The gospel of the antiques — 
world included something called 
Rinker’s 30-Year Rule, which 
postulated that nothing became a 
legitimate collectible until 30 
years after it was produced. The 
rule was based on the idea that 
people don’t begin buying back 
their childhood until they are 
nearing 40. Lunch boxes — 
many of them only 15 or 20 
years old —- didn’t fit that 


paradigm. Bruce didn’t let it wor- 


ry him. 

“They just didn’t get it,” Bruce 
says. “At that point — this was 
1986 — lunch boxes were limp- 
wristed, they had no cachet. I 
mean, there was no market.” 

But Bruce’s skill was less in 
identifying a trend than in manu- 
facturing one. He developed an 
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engaging schtick, founded a mag- 
azine called Hot Box, made innu- 
merable talk-show appearances, 
planted articles in the trade maga- 
zines, and spread relentless front- 
end hype. He would send out 
press releases saying “Lunch Box- 
es are White-Hot!” and the arti- 
cles would appear like clockwork 
weeks later. In fact, all Bruce did 
was take old antiques-market 
practices and put them to work, . 
Hé found them eerily-reliable. 
“That’s what was so discon- 
; certing about the whole thing. Ht 
happened exactly aécotding to 
. plan. It was like having a de- 
pressing dream,,ang -waking up 
ahé realizing that it become 
reality,” he tecalls. “It went from 
* really nothing — ‘$10, 000 or 
$15,000 in trading, a y a year — toa. 


coated. 







Reiner and a 
squadron of F-16 pilots 
out of Ellsworth Air Force Base 
who used to pack their lunches in 
the wing compartments.” 

Hey, presto, a boomer icon! 
Bruce’s success — a $250,000 
profit from an investment of 
$13,000 — became mythic in the 
collectibles world, to the chagrin 
of those who told him his idea 
would never fly. Harry Rinker, 
who heads the Institute for the 
Analysis of Antiques and Col- 
lectibles and authored the 30- 
Year Rule, admits that Bruce 
pulled off a coup. “There’s an in- 
herent faith that you can beat the 
system now. Lunch boxes are a 
perfect example. Scott Bruce is 
one of the greatest market ma- 
nipulators of all time,” says 
Rinker. 

It was the beginning of the end 
for the 30-Year Rule, some say. 
Rinker’s protégés, such as John 
Koenig, suggest that the 30-Year 
Rule has turned into a 20-Year 
Rule, a 10-Year Rule, and, some- 
times, a No Rule at All Rule. 

“I’ve seen absolutely instant nos- 
talgia for a few years now,” Koenig 
says. “There is no rule — not until 
I think of one, at least. The tradi- 
tional cycles of the antiques busi- 
ness no longer apply,” he adds. 
“The market‘is completely out of 
whack.”

the market permanently trans- 
formed. Thanks to media cover- 
age of trends like the one Bruce 
started, Americans have turned 
into master hoarders, convinced 
that every baseball card and 
Matchbox car will send as-yet- 
unborn kids to college. Vintage- 
jeans dealers bellyache that ev- 
erybody and their mother thinks 
they have a thousand-dollar pair 
of jeans, and antique dealers 
plaintively request that con- 
sumers resume throwing 
out their old stuff, the 
way they used to. 

But now, gearing up 
to dominate tomorrow’s 
market, comes the most 
awesomely savvy group 
yet: a wave of younger col- 
lectors who — glimpsing 
the infinite potential for 
secondary markets — have 
never taken the bubble wrap 
off their toys. This phe- 
nomenon is so widespread 
that Rinker has devised a 
corollary to his rule, to allow for 
the distortion of the collectibles 
market by supply-side overload in 
the near future. 

This means that young people 
regard their toys 
as potential col- 
lectibles from day 
one. Bruegman, in 
Ohio, has seen 
this transforma- 
tion at close range. 
“I have kids that 
call me and ask 
me if I have a cut- 
off date [for the 
minimum age of 
collectibles}. I’m 
thinking, 1971. 
They'll say, ‘Oh, 
this is old. This is 
1994,’” says 
Bruegman. “I 
must get three 
calls a day like 
that.” 

The threat to 
the market is one 
problem; another 
is that kids are be- 
coming mini fu- 

, tures: dealers.

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ly humanitarian. His own busi- 
ness, which banks on the devel- 
opment of nostalgia, will some- 
day be stymied by the 90s. So 
much of our zeitgeist is borrowed 
from another time — the old 
clothes (polyester?), the old 
celebrities (Tony Ben- 
nett?), the old 
aesthetic 
(boomerang cof- 
fee tables?), the 
old cocktails 
(martinis?), the 
old icons (yellow 
smiley faces?

All this could make

Millennium fashion: 
Retro futures 

The conspicuously fashionable 
are faced with the same problem: 
what lies beyond the already fa- 
tigued 1970s? Sandy McKeon, a 
black-lipsticked salesperson at 
Allston Beat, has put a good deal 
of thought into this dilemma. 
McKeon, who at work distributes 







look. “But you know it’s going to 
explode.” 

At this rate, we are due to run 
out of decades around the turn of 
the century. Collectibles dealers 
have seen this coming for some 
time. “The whole cycle is getting 
so compressed that it’ll be nostal- 
gia for what happened last 
week,” muses Scott Bruce. 
Franchi jokes about Baywatch 
film festivals. And John Carroll, 
an advertising analyst with Car- 
roll Creative, in Brookline, says, 
“With this excess of information 


_and activity and culture, people 


forget sooner. All these things 
start receding into the hazy past. 
You've got instant Americana.” 
He wonders: “Is there any way 
you can start recycling nostalgia 
before it happens?” 

The more hopeful of the mar- 
ket watchers suggest that, faced 
with a nostalgia deficit, we may 
be forced into a period of actual 
progress. Allston Beat’s general 
manager, Jim Donahue, has only 
two words of prophecy: Millenni- 
um Fashion. For job-security rea- 
sons, he is reluctant to describe 
precisely what Millennium Fash- 
ion will look like, but he will say 
that he expects it to arrive in the 
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wide-collar shirts to the youth of 
Cambridge, has thrown up her 
hands at the 60s, the ’70s, and 
the ’80s and has taken to fash- 
ioning her own eveningwear out 
of materials purchased in hard- 
ware stores. 

“The vest made out of electri- 
cal tape went over well,” she 
says. “Of course, the clubs I go 
to there are usually two or three 
people with electrical tape or 
duct tape on,” she adds. McKeon 
sighs, exhausted by the task of 
looking different. “It’s an ongo- 


ing struggle.” 


MeKeon’s problem demands 
attention because, in fact, we are 
running out of recent past to wal- 
low in. These days, every sorority 
sister in Boston is wearing tie- 
dyed velour bellbottoms and 
patent-leather platform sneakers. 
We're using up the ’70s pretty 
fast. Remember, it was only three 
years ago, with the release of that 
homage to the ’70s, Pulp Fiction, 
that young Americans fell back in 
love with John Travolta and. the 
decade he symbolized. And om 
profit-bloated. retro+clo 
business is poised to cash in on 
the ‘next period craze; word has it 
that the ’80s are going tobe the 
’70s of the late 905. One26- 
year-old visiting ‘Angeleno, Piper 
Ferguson, reports a resdggence — 
of heavy metal and glam-rock 
looks en the West Coast: 

“The look is ver glammy. The

fall of 1997 or the spring of 1998. 
“There’s no question. It’s going 
to be all about the millennium,” 
he says with conviction. “The 
question is, will it be any good?” 

Donahue suggests that recapit- 
ulation is a way of preparing our- 
selves for this new creative mode. 
We may be hoarding things that 
we are afraid will be lost in the 
march of progress, much as the 
Victorians did 100 years ago. 
Hillel Schwartz, a cultural histo- 
rian who wrote Century’s End: A 
Cultural History of the Fin-de- 
Siécle from the 990s through the 
1990s, agrees with Donahue. 

“There is an anxiety that 
comes at the end of the century 
which has to do with trying to 
discover what is valuable enough 
to survive,” Schwartz says. 
“Progress means a new kind of 
simplicity. If you are going to be 
modern, you are going to have to 
shed some of this detritus.” 

And so we await the millenni- 
um, disappearing into our pea 
coats, lining up our Matchbox 
cars, staying up late to watch 
Love, American Style, and’erawl- 


- ing iritd our drawers with the ” 


Sigue Sigue Sputnik albums: 
Nothing comes between us and 
our Calvins. Pretty sneaky, sis, 
sis baby, Daddy-o! So the end is 


‘athahd;, In the meantime, yh- 


huh, wh-huh, we like it: Uh-huh, 
ah-huh. a 
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Second thing: watch out for people staring at me. 

Everyone is looking at me. I hear them laughing, and I feel their eyes bor- 
ing holes in my back. I walk — almost run, trying to look casual — into the 
girls’ bathroom and stand in a stall until the bell rings. When the corridors 
clear, I run from the building, my book bag banging into my legs. 

Third: watch for Signs. 

The Signs are tricky. Sometimes I know what they mean before I see 
them, sometimes I have to figure them out as they come along. If, on my 
way to school, the light at the intersection is green the moment my foot hits 
the last square of pavement before the asphalt, then I have to cross the 
street and go to school. That would be a Sign. If the light is red, then I 
have to stay on my side of the road and follow the Signs somewhere else. I 
don’t go to school those days. 

Once I tried to explain it to a friend. Insistent and pleading, I tell her I 
have no control over anything. I can’t do anything. Oh, sure you can, she 
says and rattles off a list of stupid things that aren’t true or don’t count. 
What I mean, what she doesn’t get, is that nothing I do matters. I can’t 
change anything. Every day it takes all the energy I have just to dodge those 
stares and look for my Signs. 

There are lots of books about how at 13 girls fall off a cliff and sink into 
some kind of adolescent abyss. We don’t do well in math anymore, we hate 
our bodies, we fight with our parents, we take up smoking. We are filled with 
doubt, and the books lay blame on everything from hormones to television. 
For me, the explanations don’t matter much. All I know is, when I was a kid, 
life was just regular days punctuated by birthday parties, science projects, 
and secret clubs. Then things changed. After 12, 
everything got magnified and distorted. 

But inside my head was only half of the prob- 
lem. What really put me over the edge were the * 
boys. Not so much what they did — the touching . 
and staring and showing me things I didn’t want 2S: 
to see — but that I couldn’t stop any of it. All I ¢x: 
could do was brace myself for whatever they 
threw my way. For me that’s what it meant to be 
a girl — you don’t get to be in charge of any- 
thing, and not being in charge is the worst thing 
in the world. 

This is where it starts. -~ 

I’m 12. I’m not ugly but I’m not pretty either. I i 
have glasses and wear my hair in braids because I 
don’t know what else to do with it. No boys like 
me. I’m the black girl. I’m nobody. 

Every morning I have to take the subway to 
school. Sometimes I’m in the car by myself. To- 
day it’s me and a guy in a gray suit and shiny black shoes. I glance over and 
he’s reading the paper. I look at the milk poster hanging over his head then 
back at him. He’s moved his newspaper. In his lap with his right hand he’s 
holding his dick. I can see it darker and smoother than the skin of his hand 
shining a little in the fluorescent light poking up over his fist. This is the 
fourth time a guy has done this to me. It’s always the same. Suddenly, so I 
don’t know what’s going on until it’s too late. 

When I was six something similar happened, only the man was nicer. He 
asked me first: would it be okay if I put my hand in your panties? Afterward, 
he gave me a quarter. 

This guy here knows that I see what he’s doing because he smiles when I 
look his way. Now I have to concentrate on looking everywhere else. My eyes 
go back to the ad. I trace every letter, the poster’s metal border, and the picture 
of the smiling cow. Even so I can still see what he’s doing. He’s curved in his 
seat like a C. He rubs his dick like this: up fast and down real slow. The news- 
paper slides off his lap and lies folded like a little tent next to him. My neck 
hurts from staring up. In my head the numbers start: two times two is four, 
four times two is eight, eight times two is 16. With that thing in his hand he’s 
got me trapped in my seat. I want to scream, but instead I sit there staring at 
the cow, my hands in fists in my pockets. Something inside me shifts. 

I’m 14 and hiding between the stacks at the school library with a book I’ve 
found called Growing Up Dead. On the cover it says “A Hard Look at Why 
Adolescents Commit Suicide.” I stick it in my bag and take it home. Excerpt- 
ed in the book are the journal entries of Peter Walker. Peter is my age — 14. 
“Life is just one big dilemma,” he writes. “And I’m stuck in the middle of the 
horns crying for help. I can’t stand and will not be able to cope with my pre- 
sent situation for long.” 

I have this fantasy about calling Peter. He seems bright; we could figure 
out where these bad feelings come from. Peter writes: “I seem to be such a 
moody person. Sometimes I’m high. But other times I get so low that I could 
do a somersault under a worm. Strangely enough, every time I feel low I al- 
ways seem to enjoy living in a depression. I seem to like feeling really down.” 

In addition to the diary excerpts, the book tells me this: one frigid February 
afternoon Peter went into a field behind his parents’ house, aimed a shotgun 
at his face, and showered the snow with blood. 

What would it take to do something like that? I imagine his courage.

There’s the obvious nerve of taking a gun and pressing it to your temple. But 
I’m more fascinated by the courage to tell someone, anyone, that something 
is wrong. That’s what Peter did; pulled the trigger and said, I hurt this much. 
I think something bad is happening to me. But I have no idea how to say 
anything to anyone. I can’t wrap my mouth around the words. 
I don’t even know which words to use. I try to write it down. Under the 
heading “Problems Written in a Rational State,” I write: 


1) Schizophrenic (suspected), 

2) Paranoid, 

3) Really insecure, 

4) Negative thoughts (must be gotten rid of). 


None of this makes enough sense to say out loud. So I tell no one. 

Not even the guidance counselor I get sent to because I’m always late for 
school. Mrs. A., who, with blue eyeshadow up to her brows, looks a little 
crazy herself, tries different things, like telling me I have to come to her office 
every time I’m late. I don’t understand how this is punishing me, and I end 
up seeing her every day. I don’t tell her about my list of problems. Instead, 
we talk about how everyone hates me. Mrs. A. shakes her head. Over and 
over she tell me things like “You have so much to offer.” Other times we talk 
about my boyfriend. 

The song in my head goes: “My boyfriend tra la la/is a lifeguard tra la 
la/and he’s older tra la la.” He’s 17 and the second boy to ever kiss me on the 
mouth. The first for everything else. I know that’s kind of old for me, but he 
says it’s okay because we can really talk. Mostly 
what we talk about are his needs. I try to make a 
deal with him. I say, how about you be my 
boyfriend but could you please please do it with 
someone else, please? He says no, we’d have to 
break up in that case. He says if we don’t do it 
soon, he’s not going to be able to stand it. I know 
this is a bad arrangement. I know about feminism, 
I know about “I don’t need a man.” I know all of 
that. Yet, when I weigh it out, on one side I’m 
% alone, and on the other side everyone says he’s so 
cute, plus he has lots of friends and I hardly have 
. any. If I can just stand there beside him, with a 


\ grin plastered on my face that registers as almost 


(— 





cool, no one will know how pathetic I really am. 
Already I see that no one would talk to me if it 
weren’t for him. 

My boyfriend is the one I run to when I decide 
to run away. 

One night I’m telling my friend Janet about my latest screaming match 
with my father, and she says, “Do it. Leave. Take your favorite things, put 
them in a bag, and just run away.” 

My favorite things? I pause over Mickey. Is it okay, at 14, to run away 
from home with a stuffed bear? Mickey goes in the bag, then I take him 
out. Then he goes back in. Then I take him out. I sit him on my bed and 
phone my boyfriend. 

When I get to his house, he says, “You must be very upset. You need a 
drink.” He pours me a glass, filled to the rim, and red wine drips down on 
the sheets of his parents’ bed. “Drink up,” he says. I drink, and he watches. 
He pours some more and smiles. Bottle’s finished and he’s banging my 
head into the headboard. I squeeze my muscles shut. “There’s something 
wrong with you,” he says, because he can’t get in. But he doesn’t stop try- 
ing. And then he’s in. 

He tells everybody. Ev-er-y-body. One of his friends asks me if I’m okay. I 
look at him blankly. “He said you were-deformed.” 

Summer fades away, and I begin to evaporate. Inside me, something I 
imagine as an airy mist between my ribs seeps away and is replaced by that 
hard tight thing in my chest. It’s not so much the sex, it’s the fact that I 
didn’t really want to do it but it happened anyway. Then, because it hap- 
pened, I had to act like I wanted it. And the only way I can do this is to create 
a new girl. A girl who would have done that thing. A girl who wouldn’t have 
minded. A girl who would have liked it. 

In my body I put a new personality. There’s a lot of lying involved. I laugh 
when I don’t want to. I smile when what I want is to kill someone. Late at 
night, I stand in front of the bathroom mirror and practice my smile to make 
sure I do it right. I smile and give a little wave. I throw my head back in a 
laugh. I do it over and over. I get terrible headaches. 

All I want is for the pain to go away. After my parents leave for work, be- 
fore I go to school, I slip into the liquor cabinet and have a little drink. Cana- 
dian whisky or Jamaican rum. Whatever I think they won’t miss. Sometimes | 
mix stuff together. Sometimes I drink too much. One morning, I end up at 
school drunk, wander into the wrong classroom, and everyone laughs at me. 
I do my smile, back out of the room, and run from the building. 

I’m 15 now and sometimes, when I can’t sleep, I take a black magic mark- 
er and make an X on the place on my arm I'd like to cut. Then I take a 
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kitchen knife or a razor I pry from a disposable shaver, and I press it to my 
skin. But I never press hard enough and in the morning I have to scrub off the 
marker. 

There are all kinds of people who would have pushed the blade in, but not 
me. I can’t even swallow pills. Whenever I get sick, my mother has to mash up 
aspirin in a spoon and mix it with juice. Not swallowing pills isn’t really a 
problem until December rolls around. I read in a newspaper that a lot of peo- 
ple get really depressed in December. All I know is, December 5 there are all 
those Signs. 

First, the light turns red just as my foot hits the last square of pavement on 
the corner two blocks from school. So I have to turn left. Then a lady coming 
out of the drugstore opens the door right in my face. That means go inside. 
Then the pharmacist looks me right in the eye. I have to buy something. 

I chew them. Two hundred and seventy Bayer aspirin, bitter and chalky be- 
tween sips of apple juice. 

Dying isn’t really the point. I just don’t know what else to do. Maybe feeling 
this bad is different when you’re old. You’d have evidence of a once-normal 
life: a job, a house, some children. But what do I have? Look backward, and 
I’m just a kid: sticky hands, big dogs, wet beds. And then 14. And then noth- 
ing. If I happen to die, that would be fine. But mostly, I just want things to 
change. 

It’s disgusting how they get those aspirin out of me. Then they wheel me 
upstairs to 5E, Adolescent Psychiatric. The hospital is supposed to be one of 
the best, so I don’t know why we hardly see any doctors. It’s the caseworkers 
who take care of us. They don’t do a very good job. Mostly they watch the 
Anorexics to make sure they aren’t barfing up their 
lunch. The Anorexics tell me their secrets, teach 
me what to do. One day a caseworker comes into 
the bathroom and wrinkles her nose because it 
smells like throw-up. I’m standing at the sink 
brushing my teeth. “Who’s been in here?” she de- 
mands. “No one,” I say. “Just me.” She doesn’t 
get it. 

One afternoon, my parents come for family 
therapy. We sit in a little office. I’m embarrassed 
they’re here. My mother is very private. My father 
is very impatient. I know this isn’t going to go 
well. The doctor, whom I’ve never seen before, 
who has never asked me anything about anything, 
tells my parents that I did this because of them. 

This doctor doesn’t know what he’s talking 
about. For it to be their fault they would have to 
know what’s going on in my head, and they don’t. 
They don’t have a clue. If I tell them about my 
boyfriend, I’ll get in trouble. If I tell them about the pain creeping around my 
chest, they’ll think I’m crazy for sure. So I tell them nothing. Or I lie. I look 
my parents straight in the eye and say, “I’m going baby-sitting, but don’t 
phone because you'll wake the baby.” Then I go out with my boyfriend, or go 
to some party, or go get drunk and hitchhike around the city even though I 
have no place to go. 

If I told my mother any of this, she’d probably die. My mother is a very 
pure woman. At my age she wore a school uniform and her hair in plaits. Her 
favorite subject was Latin. From what I can tell, girls in Jamaica don’t have 
the same kind of problems I do; they just go to school and study Latin. Noth- 
ing in my mother’s life would have prepared her for me, her dirty devil-child. 
She can’t help me, and that sad look, the way she shakes her head, is just too 
much for me. So I tell her over and over that everything is okay. I don’t know 
if she believes me, but I need her to stop asking me questions. 

After the therapy, my dad and I have a talk. He knows I’m not right. He’s 
the one who gives me lectures that start with “I know you’re having a difficult 
time” and end with him telling me what to do. I think it’s a Jewish thing, his 
compassion mixed with an almost crazy need to fix everything even when he 
can’t. We sit down in my room. “Look,” he says, “you. need to understand. 
Death is not an option.” I tell him life is way harder than he thinks. “How can 
I make it easier?” he wants to know. | tell him I need more clothes, so he rais- 
es my allowance. 

A few weeks after the doctor says this is all my parents’ fault, I’m allowed to 
go home. That thing in my chest pushes up inside me harder than before. It’s 
hot in me now, I can feel it, inflamed and red like a sick child’s tonsils. Nights 
drag on. 

All I want is some peace. Despite what my. father says, I consider death, 
which I’m sure means relief. If not death, maybe a great purge. I imagine a 
roaring, rushing tide of blood washing everything out of me. Sometimes | 
creep out of bed and stick pins in my arms. In the mornings my head pounds 
enough to explode. 

Nothing’s getting better. I walk through the corridors at school with my 
fake smile. . . . My head is sailing off my body. I’ve left my skin and bones to 
stand in the corridor. I float around with nothing to hang onto. I pinch myself 
under my coat. I want to feel something. I want to be back in my body. I want 
it to be mine. Two times two is four — I float away. 
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Winter goes by and another spring. I’m 16 now. I’m riding the subway, and 
the car is almost empty. I’m eating a Cadbury Creme Egg. | bite off the 
chocolate top. I don’t really like chocolate, but I want the sweet stuff inside. I 
dip my tongue into the egg, swirl it around, and scoop up some insides. It’s 
too sweet. I make a “yuck” face and look up. 

This guy is looking at me. He’s young, maybe 20. He has greasy brown hair 
parted on the side and plastered over his forehead. He’s wearing round plastic 
glasses that magnify his eyes so he looks like a bug. He looks like he smells 
bad, and he’s staring at me. I put away my chocolate. When my stop comes, I 
get off and walk up the stairs. The bug-eyed guy is behind me. Then suddenly 
he’s on top of me, holding me close with his hands on my breasts squeezing 
and pumping while I scream. Someone I can’t see yells, “Hey what’s going 
on?” The bug-eyed guy runs away and so do I. 

I can’t ever control these people. These men. They sneak up behind me and 
squeeze me and stick fingers and tongues and all of their stuff all over me. 
They make me filthy. 

I go home and make myself sick. Out slides the chocolate and shame. Emp- 
ty, I feel so much better. 

I leave school in the middle of the day and spend hours in front of the mir- 
ror squishing my breasts flat against my chest. I decide not to eat. No flour, 
no sugar, nothing white, nothing fried, nothing fat people eat. Nothing at all. 
For a while I have some power. 

I can change this body of mine. But then my plan backfires and turns in on 
itself. I get hungry and dizzy and I eat. Then I feel bad so I have to get rid of 
it. Over and over and over. Some days I make myself throw up more times 
1% than all the fingers on both my hands. It’s a lot of 
s work. It’s like a job. It never stops. 
fq Minute by minute, another year rolls by. I’m 18 

now, and it’s hotter than hell. I’m sitting in a café 

* with a boy on our very first date. There’s some- 

thing wrong with his eyes. His pupils are huge — 

some eye disease, he explains. He looks high or 
scared. He’s wearing a bright pink thrift-store 
shirt with the sleeve rolled down and buttoned at 
his wrists. He’s skinny as a junkie. I think he’s 
¢ beautiful. Like an angel. 
aa He doesn’t talk much, so I’ve brought a list of 
_ discussion topics. It’s in my lap, under the table. | 
é look at the crumpled paper. Weather. “It’s, like, 
; really hot,” I say. He smiles. No, he’s laughing at 
- me. God, I am so lame. I light a cigarette. “Well, 
aren't you, you know, hot, with that shirt on?” 

He smiles a little, his head bobbing down between 
his shoulders. Finally, he shows me his arms. 
They are covered with these unbelievable scars. Shiny and round, at least a 
dozen of them. 

I fall in love right there and then. 

He was the first of a string of wounded boys I would take in my arms. One, 
a long-haired poet, -had lain down in front of a racing car and still had tire 
tracks embedded in the soft flesh of his back. These boys put their pain on the 
outside, like some badge of endurance: I live through this. Or a plea, see how 
I hurt, come here and help me. There are people who feel bad and leap from 
buildings or in front of trains or swing from a rope. But those people are dif- 
ferent, their act is final. People who only hurt themselves still flirt with the 
possibility of rescue. 

I want that angel-boy. We belong together. He’ll understand the razor 
blades I’ve started to keep in my purse. 

One night I have a fight with my father that shakes the house. I scream at 
him to shut up and lock myself in my room by pushing my dresser in front of 
the door. You do not say shut up to my father. I’ve crossed some line. I have 
to leave. In the middle of the night, I push the dresser away and run to that 
pretty angel-boy’s house. He and his scars live with some punk rockers and a 
cat. There is no kitty-litter box in this house. The cat shits on the floor. Be- 
cause of that and the broken glass left from the dishes I had thrown against 
the wall in a tantrum, everyone wears boots inside. This is where | decide to 





live. 

During the day, I lie in bed. At night, I waitress. I am now completely bro- 
ken apart. My boyfriend is not allowed to put his hands anywhere near my 
body, except to tell me if I feel skinny or fat. I smash his mirror. I smash his 
lamp. I sob uncontrollably. Even my well-practiced smile fails me. At work my 
manager asks, “How are you?” I open my mouth and nothing comes out. I 
can’t even nod. I slip into the ladies room and start to cry. A customer is hold- 
ing me, saying it’s okay, everything is going to be okay. I don’t like that she’s 
touching me, so when no one is looking, I run through the back door. 

I walk a few blocks and suddenly my heart is beating too fast. I start to run. 
I hide inside a phone booth. I knock the receiver off the hook. My palms are 
sliding down the glass. I’m on the ground, the receiver dangling by my face. I 
can’t breathe. I suck in gulps of air. I can’t breathe. That thing has crawled 
into my throat. 

Now I’ve had it. I’m not doing this anymore. I’ve seen doctors and social

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workers, been hospitalized and therapized, 
and nothing makes any difference. I’ve 
thought about this for a long time. Now 
I’m ready. 

If I had cancer, people would under- 
stand. They’d say, “She wakes up, she’s in 
pain. She goes to sleep, she’s in pain. Ev- 
ery minute in between, she’s in pain. 
That’s no way to live.” But that is exactly 
how it is for me. Every second I feel it. It’s 
taken over all of my insides. It’s in my 
stomach, my heart, my throat. It pounds 
against my skull. It hurts. 

I have a new package of 10 double- 
edged razor blades. I have 50 Valium and 
some Quaaludes I buy from the Ramones 
freak who stops by the house. I have a 
bottle of red wine to wash it all down 
with. Wednesday. I’m doing it Wednes- 
day. I’ve made a list of who gets what: my 
records, my books, the money in my bank 
account. I write instructions that I want 
to be cremated. I don’t give a shit what 
they do with the ashes. I’m not scared. I 
take out my razor blades and spread them 
on the mattress. I pick one up and slide 
my index finger-along the edge. I put it in 
the palm of my hand and squeeze my fist 
closed. Sharp. 

For the first time in longer than I can re- 
member I feel a little hope. I’ve found an es- 
cape hatch, a way to make things better. I’m 
not going to have to live like this anymore. 

I’m so pleased with myself that I tell Dr. 
Kaplan, the psychiatrist I’ve been seeing 
for almost a year. His office is in a hospi- 
tal, and when I first went to see him, ex- 
plaining how I keep my weight down, how 
it’s all gotten out of hand, how everything 
is in chaos, he sent me for tests. “Here’s 
normal,” he said, his index finger tracing a 
line on a graph about electrolytes. “Here’s 
you,” and his finger traced another line. 


“You’re not well,” he said. He’s the only 
one who takes me seriously, so when I fi- 
nally have-a plan, he’s the one I tell. 

“I’ve figured out what to do,” I say. I’m 
proud of my preparation. I tell him that 
I’ve even booked time off from work so 
there won’t be a big scheduling crisis. He 
listens quietly and nods. Finally, he says, “I 
can’t let you go home,” and gets up from 
his chair. Discussion over. He calls in his 
receptionist and she takes me by the arm 
and leads me downstairs though the maze 
of hospital corridors to some guy who puts

I don’t remember the name of the social 
worker who comes in to speak with me, 
but, compared to all the broken people in 
my life, she looks like no one special. She 
pulls a chair from across the room, and sits 
right beside my bed. “You cannot do this,” 
she says. Not gently, but like she’s angry 
with me. “This is not the way to handle 
your problems.” I stare at the wall. She 
leans in close, her face is right beside me. 
“I know this is difficult. I know you hurt, 


next day she comes back. And again the 
next. My eyes move from the wall, to my 
hands, to her face, and then we argue. 
“This isn’t a sudden decision,” I’m almost 
yelling. “I’ve been thinking of this for 
years.” She doesn’t care. I plead and beg 
and reason with her to see things my way. 
“No,” she keeps saying. “You have to live 
through this.” She won’t let me go. She 
wears me down. Finally, she extracts a 
promise, a deal. “I promise I won’t do it,” I 
say, “now.” That’s the best I can offer. 

Once in a while I still think of that wom- 
an. Her broad face close to mine, yelling at 
me to get away from that cliff. I wish I 
could remember her name. She’s the first 
one who makes me think that maybe this is 
something I’m going to have to live with 
instead of die from. 

Soon after our last talk, I’m allowed to 
leave the hospital. I put my razors in the 
back of my drawer and try to figure out 
what to do with this thing burning inside 
me. I try desperately to make it go away. I 
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slow my life down until it’s almost still. I 
get a dog. I learn to cook. I go to college. 
Once a week I see my doctor. Twice a day 
I take my pills. Even so, that tornado whips 
up in my head. 

There I am, storming down the street 
whispering, I’m fine I’m fine I’m fine. 
Then I’m screaming, I’m fine! and running 
into traffic, an alarmed loverboy chasing 
after me because he thinks I’ve lost my 
mind. 

An older friend once told me that the 
key to becoming an adult is knowing that 
what you are is what you are. When I was 
young I thought this thing inside would 
kill me. Then I thought I had to beat it 
down, pack it away, put in on a shelf. But 
now it seems that this is just the way 
things are going to be. 

Inside me, at the core, is this rotten 
thing. Sometimes it settles in my chest. 
Sometimes it leans on my stomach and 
squeezes into my throat. Sometimes it 
reaches up along my spine and pounds 
against my skull keeping me up all night, 
sitting on the edge of my bed, trying to 
hold myself together. I can’t wish it away, 
and I can’t-ignore it. What I have to do is 
keep an eye on things. How heavy is that 
thing in my chest? How loud is the noise 
in my head? How often do I cry? How lit- 
tle do I sleep? I monitor myself because if I 
start to slip down the slope I have to take 
extra special care just to make sure I get 
through each day. 

But most of the time it’s just there, float- 
ing under the surface; enough to make me 
cry in the shower, but not so much that I 
can’t brush away the tears before I leave 
the house. The challenge is to work around 
it, dance around it, make my life around it. 
And that’s what I do. ae

As of last month, Americans had spent more than $3 bil- 
lion on bagels. That means two things: the cereal industry 
must be hurting, and many companies are capitalizing on 
the popularity of this convenient round bread. Bagel Ris- 
ing, a cozy café in Aliston, opened last summer in a high- 
traffic location (at Harvard and Comm Aves). Now it’s a 
popular spot for a variety of crispy, freshly baked bagels 
with different flavors of rich cream cheese ($1.25 to 
$2.25). The bagels are baked with extras like wild berries, 
garlic, and veggies. Cream-cheese choices include scal- 
lion, sun-dried tomato, and honey raisin. Wake-up bever- 
ages (99 cents to $1.99) are plentiful, and here you get 
more coffee for your buck than at Starbucks. 

For lunch, the Sahara ($3.95) is a good choice; the 
hummus, roasted red peppers, cucumbers, and tangy 
havarti make for an excellent ensemble of piquant flavors. 
The most adventurous concoction is Goldy’s Delicious 
Smoked Fish Combo ($5.25): any kind of bagel piled high 
with whitefish salad, lox, tomato, onion, and cream 
cheese. Very tasty — but don’t forget your breath mints.

Bob the Chef’s

T HE OLD BOB the Chef was a rather 
genteel soul-food luncheonette with 
frankly bland food. I used to joke that 
if you wanted to try chitterlings for the first 
time, this was the right place to go, because 
most of the funky smell would be scrubbed off. 
For most of its long life under several manage- 
ments, Bob the Chef (yes, it didn’t used to be 
SO possessive) was open only for breakfast and 
lunch. 

The current owners have changed format 
without greatly changing the food or the 
prices, obviously aiming for a post-Spike Lee 
kind of image. Ironically, the restaurant is now 
open only for dinner on weekdays, and has 
about the same mix of yuppies, buppies, and 
neighborhood people as it always did — only 
now we are a bit more dressed up. Take-out 
customers, now diverted to the kitchen door, 
can still pick up lunch. 


grazing, but the appetizer menu has some real 
possibilities for mix-and-match. The catfish 
fingers ($5.95) is a dinner-size portion of 
meltingly tender and sweet fried fish with a 
fresh tartar sauce. Any of the side vegetables 
($2.50 a la carte) would complete a meal for 
me. An order of crab cakes ($7.95) arrives as 
a pair: soft on the inside, a little spiced, crispy 
on the outside, and very good with that same 
lively tartar sauce. 

About the only fried thing that didn’t work 
for us was the sweet-potato fries ($3.95).

($14.95) was excellent rice, also very spicy 
and with the sausage cut in, but with five 
fresh mussels (one of them not so fresh) in- 
stead of shrimp. Shrimp etouffée ($12.95) 
was half a dozen large shrimp over excellent 
white rice, in a Creole sauce again with major 
cayenne. 

The chitterlings ($12.95) are still well- 
scrubbed, and they have very little red pepper. 
I asked for pepper sauce, and | got a big bottle 
of “Frank’s” — good tasting, but one of the 
least fiery brands on the shelf. 

Liver and onions ($9.95) is one of the dish- 
es where blandness pays off: the original Bob 
had been a railroad chef, which was the real 
top of the culinary profession for African- 
American men during most of this century. 
Railroad food was plain American cooking 
from sea to shining sea, and that’s where Bob’s 
can still really make an impression. The liver 
was slightly overdone, which is unfortunately 
traditional, but the gravy was fully flavored 
with onions. It’s good to see an American clas- 
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mission.

Desserts include an excellent candy-sweet 
bourbon pecan pie ($3.95) and a filling sweet- 
potato pie ($2.95), as well as a fresh-tasting 
“mile-high” apple pie ($2.95) that wasn’t es- 
pecially tall. Unfortunately, the coffee ($1.25) 
was very thin and wasn’t refilled.

Bob’s old counter and booths have gone to 
diner-nostalgia heaven, and the new design is 
bare-brick, sponged-yellow interior walls, 
framed Afrocentric art and posters, polished 
wood floors, and smoky soul music between 
live sets. 

The evening crowd is just as mellow as the 
day business, which means the owners have 
won their bet on the rehab. Celebs I noticed 
was Henry “Eyes on the Prize” Hampton.

“Being in Germany together

BUGS AT THE BRATTLE: The merger of Warner Bros. and Turner 
Entertainment may have some people worried, but clas- 
sic cartoon fanatics have reason to celebrate 
because the entire Looney Tunes collection has 
now been reunited for the first time in years.

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“We’re not trying to be a wonderful educational experi- 
ence,” explains Brian Jewell, who is one half of the 
local Out of Memory queer-comedy duo that begins a 
one-month run at the Little Flags Theater next Friday. 
“We're not presenting a workshop that’s meant to help 
people overcome their homophobia. Basically, we’re 
just trying to be funny. People come, they pay their 
money, and then we try to make them laugh.” 

But both Jewell and his Out of Memory partner-in- 
comedy, Karen Malme, are queer and proud. And what 
distinguishes the show they've spent the past few 
months developing from any number of other sketch- 
comedy based productions is their decision to make 
sexual orientation a central theme in their routines. It’s 
something that Jewell and Malme agree doesn’t happen 
enough in Boston. 

“We write whatever we think is funny,” is how Jewell 
puts it, “but we can’t get up on a stage and be in the 
closet. Since a lot of the material draws on our person- 
al lives, some of it is about being gay and lesbian. And 
you have to realize that for every openly gay or lesbian 
comedian working today, there are two or three others 
who are still in the closet.” 

Malme, a four-year veteran of the local Guilty 
Children who met Jewell when he joined the improv 
comedy troupe two years ago, adds: “Every second of 
the show isn’t about being gay. Some of it is there just 
because it’s funny.” 

Out of Memory made its debut back in November, 
with a workshop production at the Jamaica Plain Art 
Center. Since then, they've been refining their material 
into a 90-minute production that will be performed 
Friday and Saturday nights at Central Square's little 
Flags Theater on four consecutive weekends. 

“We're each going to have two or three monologues, 
which are mostly based on weird relationships that 
we've had and what it’s like to drown in the Boston 
dating pool,” offers Jewell. “And there are sketches that 
we've written together and that we perform together.” 

Inspired by the flurry of publicity that surrounded the 
sexual orientation of the lead character on Ellen, Jewell 
and Malme wrote their own sit-com sketch. “It’s basi- 
cally a pilot for a sit-com spoof about two of TV’s more 
common gay stereotypes,” says Jewell. “One of them is 
a swishy male interior decorator and the other is a 
Harley-riding dyke.” 

The show will also feature routines like “Green Eggs 
and Hamlet,” a Dr. Seuss—style reading of the 
Shakespeare classic; a song performed by Malme called 
“Alterna-girl”; and a spoof of Harlequin Romances. 

“Some of it is about our experiences being gay and 
lesbian,” is how Jewell accounts for the mix, “and some 
of it is just based on the kind of weird stuff that comes 
out of our minds at three in the morning.”

LOS ANGELES — The last time Antonio Banderas 
and Madonna shared the screen was five years ago 
in her documentary Truth or Dare. She was on the 
rocks with her then-beau Warren Beatty, and in one 
notorious scene, she hit on Banderas. He declined 
her favors and remained true to his wife. 

An awkward introduction. Much has changed in 
the interim. Madonna, of course, has become the 
most famous mother since her namesake. And 
Banderas has reaped his own share of tabloid 
headlines by dumping his wife for Melanie Griffith. 
Now they've collaborated to bring to the screen the 
long-awaited film version of Evita, Tim Rice and 
Andrew Lioyd Webber's vastly successful musical 
about the legendary Eva Perén. Were there some 
rough moments getting together after their uncom- 
fortable first meeting?

“We’re both fighters and 
determined and hard-working. | think we’re both terri- 
bly misunderstood, envied. | think that because | lost 
my mother at a young age and that Eva grew up 
without a father there’s a certain kind of sadness that 
| can relate to that she had, growing up without a 
parent.” Yet the star sees differences as well: “I think 
| probably had more of a formal education than she 
did. And let's face it, things are a lot easier for 
women where | come from at the time that | grew up 
than they were for her. She had many more odds 
against her. And | think, for the most part, the 
changes she brought about in Argentina were in the 
name of her husband, and the imperialist regime, 
whereas | don’t stand for any particular government 
or political party.” 

The politics were a bigger issue for Banderas, 
who grew up under the dictatorship of Franco in 
Spain. He plays Ché, the story's sardonic, proletari- 
an narrator. identified in the stage version of Evita 
as the revolutionary Ché Guevara, the character is 
a more generic everyman in the film. 

“We didn’t use the icon of Ché Guevara because 
that would have made the film a confrontation 
between two political ideologies, which it is not,” he 
says.

Evita bludgeons, but seduces 
BY PETER KEOUGH Alan Parker’s Evita 


exhilarates, enraptures, and exhausts. After two- 
and-a-half hours you feel as beaten down by musical 


and cinematic excess as the film’s 
poor proles are by the batons of their 
oppressors. Somehow Parker has 
managed an unsettling and intriguing 
fusion of dark hipness and tony 
schmaltz — a kind of meeting of his 
own The Wall with Showboat, or per- 
haps The Pirates of Penzance. \t’s an 
almost opaque onslaught of relentless 
music and dark, daunting imagery 
that is made endurable, even moving, 
by the incandescent performances of 
the leads. 

Yes, Madonna can act — at least 
when she’s singing, which in Evita 
she’s doing all the time. As Eva Duarte 
Perén, the illegitimate daughter of a 
peasant woman from the Pampas who 
became one of the most powerful 
women in the world through a combi- 
nation of innocence, seductiveness, 
ruthlessness, genius, and charisma, 
Madonna reprises most of the person- 
ae of her 15-year career in a format 
similar to the medium most kind to 
her talents: MTV. Parker serves his 
first lady well. He cuts and patches her 
performances together in brisk mon- 
tages, shot with dramatic camerawork 
in semi-surreal settings. 

It's not insignificant that 
Madonna’s_ biggest scenes are 
addressed to large audiences: the 
shgw-stopping “Don’t Cry for Me” 
number, for example, is stunningly 
delivered before thousands of adorers 
from the balcony of the Casa Rosanda, 
the Argentine presidential palace from 
which Eva Perén announced her own 
retirement from political life.

exploration of pathos, defilement, and 
resolution sung by a young, struggling 
Eva forced into prostitution with a 
series of drab johns. And “You Must 
Love Me,” her climactic duet with her 
husband, Argentine president Juan 
Perén (Jonathan Pryce), is an aching 
farewell that dispels the illusion of a 
romance-of-convenience to reveal the 
inescapable love and tragedy beneath. 

Pryce is astonishing in this number, 
as he is throughout. No vocalist, he 
holds his own with Madonna thanks to 
nuance, timing, and a great actor’s 
meticulous technique. Even more 
impressive is Antonio Banderas as 
Ché, the tale’s cynical, impassioned 
narrator and commentator. Emerging 
as a face from the crowd in the open- 
ing spectacle of Evita’s funeral, he 
relates with rueful disdain and reluc- 
tant affection her humble origins and 
meteoric ascent. When the story 
focuses on her rise from bruised inno- 
cence to the top of Buenos Aires soci- 
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nslaught of music and dark imagery made endurable, even moving, 








ety through Machiavellian sexual 
maneuverings, Evita takes on the cor- 
rupt pizzazz of Bob Fosse’s Cabaret, 
with Banderas an earthier, sexually 
unambiguous Joel Grey. 

When Eva finally meets and seduces 
Perén, however, the film becomes 
entangled in the complexities and 
brute realities of its politics. Whereas 
in Cabaret the rise of Nazism lurked in 
the background, chilling the fore- 
ground gaiety but never joining in with 
it, the bloody street battles and savage 
oppression of the Perén years are all 
part of the show here. When ranks of 
showering soldiers start singing about 
military coups, it’s hard not to think of 
“Springtime for Hitler” in Mel 
Brooks’s The Producers. 

It undercuts the subject’s gravity, 
needless to say, and the boisterous 
montage that Parker makes of 
Argentine history leaves it impossible 
to understand what Juan and Evita 
stood for or who they were, other than 
a glorified whore-with-a-heart-of-gold 
who died young and her enigmatic, 
sinister sugar daddy. The secret to old 
musicals was that the singing and 
dancing emerged from a stylized real- 
ism in order to transport us to anoth- 
er, magical realm. In Evita, we’re “in 
that magical realm from beginning to 
end; there are no moments of silence 
or clarity to allow reflection. The 
nightmare of history is not confronted, 
and so the dream of artistic transcen- 
dence is never realized. 

There are moments when it is 
approached, however. In “Waltz for 
Eva and Ché,” Banderas and Madonna 
dance a dark, hallucinatory pas de deux 
that touches on the failed grandeur of 
their mutual ideals and passions. It is a 
splendid, still moment in Parker’s furi- 
ous whirligig of a musical, and one 
wishes there were more. Despite her 
plea not to be cried for, this Evita could 
use a few more tears. &

Madonna marches on Washington? 
BY MICHAEL FREEDBERG If your 


taste in music runs to things Byzantine | 
you'll probably find Evita: The Complete 


Motion Picture Soundtrack 
(Warner Bros.) temporarily 
fulfilling. The music, by 
Andrew Lloyd Webber, puffs a 
hundred voices up, glistens 
with melodic mosaic, worships 
the power of its icon, Eva 
Perén. Appropriately so: she 
was the Theodora of our time, 
a low-rent thespian who 
caught the eye of Juan Perdn, 
fascist dictator of Argentina, 
married him, and became his 
vice-president — just like the 
original Theodora caught the 
eye of Justinian, married him, 
and, when he became emperor 
at Constantinople, ruled joint- 
ly with him. 

Unhappily for those who 
love icons, Evita fell far short. 
She knew nothing about power 
and had no program; the 
street-level feminism her rapid 
rise gave birth to was never her 
idea. The real Theodora 
toughened Justinian’s rule, 
chose and deposed ministers of 
state, and patronized the high 
arts. She was a superb judge of 
character; the ministers she 
chose were men of talent and 
courage. Evita, in contrast, was 
a true naif. For all her “hunger 
and ambition,” as the song 
“Another Suitcase in Another 
Hall” puts it, once she had all 
the adoration there was to be 
had, she felt undeserving. The 
lines in the musical’s hit song, 
“Don’t Cry for Me Argentina,” 
in which she is made to say, 
“All you see is a girl you once 
‘knew although she’s dressed 
‘up to the nines, at sixes and 
sevens with you,” sum up her 
situation precisely. 








It’s hard to imagine senti- 
ments more unlike the hard- 
edged realism of Theodora than 
Eva Perén’s. If she was any- 
thing, she was fragility and 
hope, the innocence that our 
hypocritical civilization pre- 
tends to seek. Her glamour was 
innocent, her rise was a Peter 
Pan’s flight, her early death a 
touching martyrdom. She had 
feelings. Her fans loved her 
because she had them. At least 
that was the myth. The reality 
was corruption and robbery on 
a grand scale. 

Too bad, then, that Andrew 
Lloyd Webber’s Evita is played 
by Madonna. Not that she 
can’t execute the role, because 
she can and does. In “Don’t 
Cry for Me Argentina” she 
sings a softly lush soprano that 
captures Evita’s quiet vulnera- 
bility. Her full-lipped, precise 
notes stride across the song’s 
grandiose orchestrations. 
Webber’s songs allow 
Madonna all the room she 
needs to be many things; she 
succeeds at them all. “On the 
Balcony of the Casa Rosada” 
and “Partido Feminista” 
require that she master Evita’s 
speechmaking style; from 
“Buenos Aires” to “Goodnight 
and Thank You,” she defends 
her dignity, fights the difficult 
music, argues her case as if she 
and it were dancing the tango 
(and Madonna has always 
known how to dance). 

But chiefly Madonna inhab- 
its Evita’s “need to be daz- 
zling,” as “High Flying, 
Adored” states it. She invests 
Evita’s brief fling with renown 
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DON’T CRY for Madonna. She does what she» wants to do. She’ s backs and smarts and 


with an enthusiastic, very 
Madonna-like hurry that the 
real Evita probably didn’t share 
but which makes sense here 
because Madonna’s career 
parallels much of Evita’s and in 
some respects trumps it. It’s 
Madonna’s sense of rhythm we 
want to hear, her blowzy 
soprano, her costumery and 
raunch. Eva Perén rose and fell 
and was gone, but Madonna’s 
career has thrived for 14 years 
and seems likely to go on and 
on, riding her flawless ear for 
rebellious melody even as her 
contemptible personal life 
shamelessly feeds the tabloid 
appetite. Eva Perén had a 
heart. A Theodora figure can- 
not have heart. The Theodoras 
of this world have work to do, 
deadlines to meet, glass ceil- 
ings to crash. Madonna has 
always done her work. And she 
definitely crashes glass ceil- 
ings. She’s a profit center. She 
does what she wants to do. 
She’s boobs and smarts and 
headline news and a fan club, 
and she’s hard cold cash. And 
if, unlike Justinian’s Theodora, 
she hasn’t yet shown the slight- 
est interest in political power, 
Madonna playing the role of 
Evita evokes plenty of political 
symbolism for a society in love 
with icons and anxious to 
adore them. As Madonna 
pushes, glides, and muses her 
way upward through Webber’s 
Evita score, the setting may be 
Buenos Aires but the listener 
whispers “Washington.” As she 
soars through speeches to the 
Partido Feminista women who 
worship her, the dialect may be 
Perénista, but the listener 
thinks, “It’s Hillary!” 

That’s the icon that really 
matters here. And the profit 
center. Theodora would 
approve. xe 
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Black martyr/white hero: when will Hollywood learn? Following in the timid 
footsteps of Biko and Mississippi Burning is Rob Reiner’s knee-jerk Ghosts 
of Mississippi. On June 12, 1963, Klansman Byron De La Beckwith (James 
Woods, clearly enjoying his septuagenarian make-up) murdered Medgar 
Evers, head of the Mississippi NAACP. Despite overwhelming evidence, an 
all-white jury acquitted De La Beckwith. 

Evers’s widow Myrlie (Whoopi Goldberg, whose emotions here range 
from smug to self-righteous) spent the next three decades trying to reopen 
the case, finding a supporter in Mississippi DA Bobby DeLaughter (Alec 
Baldwin, earnest and seemingly sedated), who prosecuted De La Beckwith 
again in 1994. 

The rest is a reprise of The Chamber with pretensions of historical rele- 
vance. DeLaughter persists despite threats from racists, an alienated family, 
and elusive evidence. His triumph eases white liberal guilt. As for the ghost 
of Medgar Evers, films like this aren’t going to make him rest any easier. At

THE CEREMONY (LE CEREMONIE) 


Like his best work, director Claude Chabrol’s The Ceremony is a spare, dia- 
bolically crafted suspense drama with a genuinely creepy undertone and a 
slyly subversive political subtext. Sandrine Bonnaire is sour and drawn as 
Sophie, a housekeeper hired to work for Madame Leliévre (Jaqueline Bisset), 
a wealthy high-socialite, and her family. Sophie’s considered “a gem,” but a 
certain strain evolves. The family treats her with patronizing contempt, and 
she has secrets, too — for one thing, she’s illiterate, a handicap that she takes 
extreme measures to conceal. 

Sophie nonetheless finds contentment in her tiny room and her TV until 
she makes the acquaintance of Jeanne, the local postal clerk. Played by 
Isabelle Huppert at her blowziest and most hoydenish, Jeanne is an envious 
woman with her own secrets who hates the Leliévres. She opens their mail 
and spreads gossip about them, and her anarchist spirit releases Sophie's 
girlish laughter and repressed rage. 

As in his Madame Bovary and Story of Women (both also starring 
Huppert), Chabrol’s theme is the exploitation of women by a patriarchal cap- 
italist elite. In The Ceremony, though, the politics are subsumed by a sinister 
irony and a slithery pathology.

WORDS UPON THE WINDOW PANE 


Set in Dublin in 1928 and in 1728, Mary McGuckian’s adaptation of a W.B. 
Yeats play is dark and lyrical, part ghost story and part romantic tragedy. 
Fortyish spinster Miss McKenna (Geraldine Chaplin) gathers together a 
handful of strangers for a seance; her advisor cannot attend but sends a 
priest and a skeptic from Cambridge in his stead. There are the usual expec- 
tations of ventriloquism.and string-pulling, but the medium (Geraldine 
James) has no use for parlor tricks; she delivers, not just a working-class 
spirit or two, but Jonathan Swift (a bellicose Jim Sheridan) and his two 
lovers. Since the skeptic (a subdued John Lynch) is a Swift scholar, he alone 
knows that what the party sees is authentic. 

Post-Victorian Dublin was a misty Otherworld of pseudo science and 
“spiritualist societies,” and that mood is aptly captured here, with stunning 
camerawork and letter-perfect performances. Chaplin is especially wonder- 
ful as Miss McKenna, turning in a performance of desperate loneliness, van- 
ity, and intelligence. At the Museum of Fine Arts.

Ascher must have known 
that the American farm 
crisis was already old 
news in 1991. Stories of 
proud families surrender- 
ing their way of life under 
the combined assault of 
nature, bank foreclo- 
sures, and Reagan’s eco- 
nomic policies were a 
media staple throughout 
the ’80s. But that didn’t 


from taking their camera 
out to lowa in the sum- 
mer of 1991 to document 
the drama surrounding 
yet another struggle to 
preserve a family farm. 
Only this time it was 
Jeanne Jordan’s clan who were fighting to hold onto a plot of land that had 
been theirs for 125 years. 

Troublesome Creek: A Midwestern — whose title references a twisting 
stream that flows through the Jordan property —- doesn’t waste much time 
examining the larger issue of who’s to blame for the state of American agri- 
culture. It documents, on a deep and disarmingly personal level, how one 
family found its way through a financial crisis. Jordan’s narration, simple as 
it is, takes on a hypnotic quality as she recalls growing up as the youngest of 
six siblings, rarely, if ever, spending a moment alone with her stern, stoic 
father, Russ. Ascher pokes his camera into the living room, where Russ and 
his wife, Mary Jane, spend evenings watching the good guys win in television 
Westerns; the kitchen, where Russ and his sons hatch a plan to pay off 
$220,000; and a hospital room, where the 70-year-old Russ receives treat- 
ment for Parkinson's disease. Then he pulls the camera back, so you can

Freeway is a bright, punky comedy 
BY STEPHANIE ZACHAREK Very few comedies in recent memory 


can throw you for a loop the way Matthew Bright’s deliciously perverse 
Freeway does. At first glance, it’s hard to know whether Bright’s punky 


exploitation-flick reading of 
“Little Red Riding Hood” is 
amazingly complex or out- 
landishly simple — and by the 
end, you just might be convinced 
it’s something of both. In this 
directorial debut, Bright cross- 
cuts the cheapest genres he can 
dig up — serial-killer thrillers, 
sordid women’s prison dramas, 
violent vigilante fantasies — and 
splices them into a manic, vividly 
colored joyride that threatens to 
topple your most dearly held 
beliefs about class in America. 
It’s not every day you get brains 
and cheap thrills in the same 
movie, but those are the goods 
Freeway delivers. From the start, 
Bright hits the gas pedal and 
never looks back. 

From the looks of Freeway, 
Bright — who also wrote the 
screenplay — never met a stereo- 
type he didn’t like, but he never 
met one he couldn’t bust wide 
open, either.

the “cheap” girls used to do it, 
look tiny, harsh, and glittering. In 
the opening scene, she’s sitting in 
a classroom squinting at the 
blackboard, sounding her way 
through the sentence “The cat 
drinks milk” with the patient 
encouragement of her teacher. 
Vanessa sure looks sleazy, hard, 
and dumb — but before you can 
even think of laughing at her, 
she’s won you over. The way she

In his comfy corduroy jacket and 
wire-rimmed glasses, with his 
wry, crooked smile and jaunty 
psychobanter, he comes off as the 
perfect well-meaning liberal pro- 
fessional.

IN THE December 15 Variety, 
editor Peter Bart editorialized 
against Woody Allen because, on 
those rare occasions when the 
filmmaker consents to be inter- 
viewed, he confines access to 
journalists “who've been carefully 
pre-screened to be Woody-friend- 
ly.” Bart was especially incensed 
by “the most unctuous example” 
of boosterism, John  Lahr’s 





December 9 New Yorker profile 
— “a piece that raises the bar for 
Woody worship.” 

The article is puffery all right, 
with its running rave of Allen’s 
new film musical, Everyone Says I 
Love You. Still, since Allen insists 
on being fawned over, he couldn’t 
choose a more engaging rump- 
kisser than Lahr, the New Yorker's 
theater critic. 

So come on over! As soon as he 
crossed the threshold of Allen’s 
Fifth Avenue penthouse, Lahr 
began taking notes: “[His] airy 
apartment is a rustic cocoon: an 
open tiled fireplace, kerosene 
lamps, wicker baskets full of logs, 
polished pine floors, walls cov- 
ered with Early American folk 
art.” There’s a framed letter from 
Arthur Conan Doyle. On a bed- 
side table (next to a four-poster 
bed covered by a blue calico 
canopy) there’s a triptych of pho- 
tographs of Cole Porter, Sidney 
Bechet, and Dostoyevsky. 

Much of the piece is straight 
PR for Allen, with sentences like 
“He is, like all great funny men, 
inconsolable.” Lahr defends 
Woody’s passive-aggressive non-

the hands of her stepfather. It’s 
not long, though, before she real- 
izes what he’s up to — that he 
thinks of her and “her kind” as

him point-blank if he’s the serial 
killer she’s seen on TV, and he 
says he is. “You act like you’re on 
a mission, but all you wanna do is 
get off in a sex-type way!” she 
says, so indignant and outraged 
that she can’t even think about 
being afraid. 

After he threatens her with a 
knife, she puts a bullet through 
his head with the gun her 
boyfriend (the utterly charming 
Bokeem Woodbine) gave her. 
(With her characteristic tough- 
girl politeness, she first asks him 
if he accepts Jesus Christ as his 
Lord and _ personal savior.) 
Miraculously, he survives to claim 
Vanessa robbed and shot him; 
she’s arrested and placed in a 
women’s detention center, but by 





the end — a few dozen tasteless 
jokes and bloody wounds later — 
justice is finally served. 

Bright’s humor manages to be 
both over-the-top and subtle, and 
he’s got a fine ally in Reese 
Witherspoon, who gives one of the 
best performances of any actress 
last year. (Freeway was released in 
a few cities in 1996 — among 
them San Francisco, where it 
became a cult hit.) With her kew- 
pie-doll profile and her no-non- 
sense wit, Witherspoon keeps 
Vanessa from turning into a car- 
toon. What's funny about her is 
also what’s sort of affecting: she’s 
both willful and vulnerable, and 
keeping that combination in bal- 
ance means she can’t afford to take 
shit from anyone.

lovers felt for Marcello Mastroianni, who died last week at 
the age of 73, is comparable only, perhaps, to the way 


many of us feel about Paul Newman. It’s 
not just that we’ve watched these superb 
physical specimens age magnificently (two 
years ago, in Altman’s Ready to Wear, 
Mastroianni and Sophia Loren were still 
able to parody the roles they played in the 
ripe passion-flower comedies in which they 
co-starred in the 60s); it’s more that 
Mastroianni, like Newman, was an even 
greater actor than he was a camera subject. 
He was a bold, self-challenging actor, an 
actor of tremendous emotional variety, an 
actor who gave himself completely to his 
craft without ever asking you to applaud 
the difficulty of the process (i.e., without 
ever ceasing to be an entertainer). 

There’s nothing wrong with enjoying a 
performer just because he looks fantastic, 
but Mastroianni was such a splendid actor 
that you always felt your pleasure-seeking 
was vindicated, as if you’d bought some 
dazzling object, a box inlaid with semi-pre- 
cious stones, and found someone had left a 
diamond inside. 

Mastroianni was a peasant’s son who 


_. escaped from a German labor camp during 


WW2 and managed to hide from the Nazis 
until the war was over. Then he became an 
actor, making his movie debut in 1947, in 
ene of countless adaptations of Les 
Miserables, and linking up with Luchino 
Visconti’s stock company the following 
year. He made more than a dozen addition- 
al movies (including the lively comedy The 
Bigamist, where he got to play opposite 
Vittorio De Sica) before his performance in 
Visconti’s White Nights in 1957 earned him 
an international reputation. 

Eventually, of course, he worked with 
almost every major Italian director — De 
Sica, Antonioni, Scola, Bolognini, the 
Taviani brothers, Ferreri, Petri, Monicelli, 
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and, most famously, Fellini, who saw in him 
a soulmate, an alter ego. Meanwhile, 
Mastroianni’s pairings with Sophia Loren 
(in the plush matinee favorites Yesterday, 
Today and Tomorrow and Marriage Italian 
Style) won him an even wider audience. 
Like most people, I was introduced to 
Mastroianni by a Fellini picture — La Dolce 
Vita, which I saw on its re-release in 1966, 
when I was in high school. But I have to 
admit that his Fellini performances have 
never meant much to me — perhaps 
because he’s used in La Dolce Vita and 8- 
1/2, and later in Ginger and Fred, as a pro- 
jection of Fellini’s most glamorous fantasy 
of himself, and the director’s narcissism 
doesn’t leave much room for the star to 
develop a character. My earliest blissful 
memories of Mastroianni are as Meursault 
in Visconti’s adaptation of Albert Camus’s 
The Stranger (1967) and as Oreste the 
bricklayer in Ettore Scola’s The Pizza 
Triangle (1970), a vanished comedy that 
had a special quality — a kind of knock- 
about melancholy. (God, I’d love to see it 
again.) His work in The Stranger is a weird 
example of how his gifts as an actor could 
not only outshine his amazing looks but 
actually transcend them, because although 
he’s miscast physically — he’s far too hand- 
some for. Meursault — he gives a superbly 
modulated and affecting performance. 
Besides these movies, he’s best in Bell’ 
Antonio and White Nights and The Organizer 
and La Grande Bouffe, and, among his 
comedies, in Pietro Germi’s Divorce — 
Italian Style, where Stefania Sandrelli is the 
obsessive object of his desire, Daniela Rocca 
is the wife he conspires to eliminate, and 
Leopoldo Trieste, the soul of bumbling 
earnestness, is the young man who becomes 
his unwitting ally. Mastroianni makes an 
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FELLINI’S NARCISSISM: in City of Women and other films, Mastroianni became the director's inflated: fantasy oj himself. 
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uproarious entrance in shades and cigarette 
holder, his hair slicked back, his face sculpt- 
ed into a caricature of aristocratic disdain. 
When his wife falls for his bait and takes the 
lover he’s conveniently provided, 
Mastroianni’s Ferdinando goes photogeni- 
cally to seed, but his foxiness peeks out 
through all this languorous, indulgent mis- 
ery. It’s a classic comic performance — like 
Chaplin without the virtue. 

In movies such as Bell’ Antonio and La 
Grande Bouffe, Mastroianni put on trial the 
sexual assumptions of his more conven- 
tional movies (and even; I'd say, of the 
Fellinis, which claim they’re going to 
explore the vacuum beyond the facade of 
sexual glamour but end. up using this 
promise as just another kind of come-on). 
In both these movies, Mastroianni gives 
deeply tormented performances. La 
Grande Bouffe links sex with death; Bell’ 
Antonio demonstrates the logical conse- 
quence of the duality of Italian-Catholic 
culture’s definition of manhood — as sex- 
ual prowess outside the home and a quasi- 
religious devotion to womanhood inside it. 

In what may be the most extraordinary 
scene he ever played, Mastroianni’s 
Antonio confesses to his cousin and confi- 
dant (Tomas Milian) that his sexual history 
began in nausea, continued in conquest, 
and ended in impotence but only with 
the women he’s truly loved. Bell’ Antonio 
sees machismo as a kind of crucifixion. The 
choice to cast Marcello Mastroianni as the 
blighted hero of this, scenario ranks with the 
most daring casting choices in movie histo- 
ry. This performance (given in 1960, the 
same year as La Dolce Vita) and his perfor- 
mance as the despairing culinary and sexu- 
al epicurean in La Grande Bouffe (given 
after his glamour-puss "60s movies), make 
the same points about Mastroianni: that he 
was incapable of complacency, that he saw 
even the glamorous canvas of his own glo- 
rious career as material an actor could 
explore, and that he was fearless. Who can 
wonder that we worshipped him? & 
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Great 
performances 
on video 


Three of Mastroianni’s most remark- 


_able performances — in The 
Organizer, The Stranger, and The 


_ Pizza Triangle — haven't yet been 


released on video. Otherwise his 
career has been pretty thoroughly 
documented. If you weren't fortune 
enough to see the superb series the 
Brattle Theatre showcased him in last 
summer, and you want to familiarize 
yourself with his best work, I'd recom- 
mend the following movies. 

* Big Deal on Madonna Street 
(1958). in the most entertaining heist 
comedy ever made, Mastroianni plays 
the most unlikely of the film’s mis- 
matched would-be thieves, a photogra- 
pher who hauls his baby around with 
him while his wife sits in jail for black- 
marketeering. A cherished bit: after 
he’s beaten up and has a cast on his 
right arm, he gets stares from com- 
muters as he boards a train. Casting a 
haughty glance at one, he explains, 
solemnly, “War wounded.” 

* Divorce — Italian Style (1961). 
In Pietro Germi’s ingenious (and sav- 
age) satire on Italian mores and ritu- 
als, Mastroianni plays a man who 
plots to dispose of his wife so he can 
marry a luscious, much younger 
woman. This is Mastroianni’s most 
brilliant comic performance. 

* Yesterday, Today and 
Tomorrow (1963). Not a great movie, 
but it’s a joy to see Mastroianni and 
Sophia Loren together. This is one of 
those anthology movies the Italians 
liked to make in the '60s, and it’s of 
variable quality. You might want to 
fast-forward through the second 
episode (the only serious one), where 
she’s a wealthy married woman and 
he's the lover she tosses aside. 

* White Nights (1957). Mastroianni 
plays the young hero of Dostoyevsky’s 
story, who falls hard for a woman 
obsessed with another (older) man. 
He's open-faced and heartbreakingly 
vulnerable in this. Watching it now, you 
can't believe he could ever have played 
a character so touchingly adolescent, 
so nakedly strung out on his own 
romantic ardor. A beautiful piece of act- 
ing in a beautiful, forgotten movie. 

* La Grande Bouffe (1973). In 
Marco Ferreri’s movie about four 
friends who make a vow to eat them- 
selves to death, Mastroianni, playing a 
character named Marcello, straddles 
the line between bourgeois infantilism 
and existential despair. There’s never 
been anything like this movie, or 
maybe like this performance, where 
the pain that lines Marcello’s bouts of 
voracious epicureanism belies the 
famous Beckett line, “Habit is a great 
deadener.” 

© La Nuit de Varennes (1981). 
When it came time for Fellini to make 
his Casanova movie, he cast Donald 
Sutherland. (Go figure.) But 
Mastroianni got his chance at the 
role in Ettore Scola’s film, which is 

about Louis XVI's failed attempt to 
flee the French Revolution. The 
movie's a terrible drag, but 
Mastroianni is wonderful in it. 

* Bell’ Antonio (1960). My favorite 
Mastroianni movie, and my favorite of 
his performances. He plays a troubled 
young man, the son of a well-known 
politician, who's incapable of making 
love to his gorgeous prize of a wife 
(Claudia Cardinale).

Examining the artistry of director David Lean

I worshipped him. Quite often at night [on

During his long tenure as the 
monarch of British film, David 
Lean’s specialty was making 
audiences gasp with beauty and 


astonishment. When you look 


back on Lean’s movies, you tend 
to think first in terms of what 
used to be called production val- 
ues, a vague term that implies the 
collaboration between the direc- 
tor and his team of visual artists 
— the cinematographer, the pro- 
duction and costume designers, 
and the editor. In an expensive 
bad movie, “production values” 
are often asked to substitute for 
drama, but in a good one — and 
Lean made some fabulous ones 
— the phrase sums up, however 
inexpressively, the way a director 
can transform what could be 
merely pictorial into something 
exotic, evocative, magical. Lean 
does it in the opening sequences 
of his two Dickens movies, Great 
Expectations (1946) and Oliver 
Twist (1948), where the shadowy 
graveyard Pip crosses (to meet 
the escaped convict who inhabits 
his nightmares) and the storm- 
whipped countryside Oliver’s 
mother traverses (en route to the 
poorhouse where she dies in 
childbirth) have the terrifying and 
seductive vividness of the land- 
scapes of our most cherished 
childhood fairy tales. He does it in 
the opening of The Bridge on the 
River Kwai (1957), where a train 
bearing prisoners.of war, rum- 
bling through the jungle, stops 
dead at the point where other 
POWs are still laying track. And 
he does it, most famously, in the 
moment in Lawrence of Arabia 
(1962) when he cuts from 
London to the desert, where the 
figures of men on camels moving 
over the sand are like gorgeous 
butterflies, glimpsed from a dis- 
tance, in a dizzying expanse of 
white-hot sky. 

Kevin Brownlow’s new book, 
David Lean: A Biography, is a 
heavyweight item (810 pages) — 
appropriate to the man who, 
influenced by the Griffith and 
Vidor and Rex Ingram pictures he 
saw as a teenager, became the 
most celebrated epic filmmaker of 
the 50s and ’60s. The book, a 
labor of love by an unabashed fan, 
is thoroughly reliable in the man- 
ner of its author, a film historian

and preservationist for whom 
scholarship is a matter of honor. 
(Brownlow supervised the recon- 
struction of Abel Gance’s 
Napoleon and, with David Gill, 
produced the most dazzling piece 
of movie scholarship I’ve ever 
seen, the documentary Unknown 
Chaplin.) Brownlow himself 
emerges hardly at all; repeating 
the methodology of his highly 
respected 1968 chronicle of the 
silent-movie era, The Parade’s 
Gone By, he relies on the words of 
hundreds of interviewees to sum- 
mon up the career and personal 
life of his subject. The result is 
highly informative and, not sur- 
prisingly, highly variable in quali- 
ty: not everyone he interviews is 





as witty and insightful as, say, 
Kay Walsh, Lean’s second wife 
(and the actress who played 
Nancy in Oliver Twist). 
Brownlow himself isn’t a very 
skillful raconteur. (For example, 
when he alludes to the way Lean 
and director Gabriel Pascal 
altered the ending of Pygmalion 
and hid it from Shaw until the last 
possible moment, he doesn’t 
remember until five pages later to 
supply the punch line: that Shaw 
barely noticed the change.) So 
your own interest in the details of 
the shooting and editing of Lean’s 
movies has to sustain you. For me 
it does, at least in the first part of 
the book, “A Child of Light,” 
when Brownlow devotes a fairly 
compact chapter to each film. It 
was in the second half, “The Poet 
of the Far Horizon,” that the 
exhaustiveness of the research 
wore me down: the author seem- 
ingly wanted his treatment of the 
films to reflect the amount of time 
Lean spent making them. Fond as 
I am of Lawrence of Arabia, | 
don’t want to read 89 pages on it. 
Brownlow, presumably from 
conviction, refrains from making 
judgments on Lean, either per- 
sonally or as a filmmaker (though 
the mere existence of the book, of 
course, pays tribute to its sub- 
ject). His book isn’t the kind of 
perceptive overview that could 
have been expected from a true 
biographer. Still, it tells you much 
of what you might have wanted to 
know if, like me, you’ve been fas-

cinated by Lean’s career. Here’s a 
director capable of both sensuous 
— almost intoxicating — narra- 
tive filmmaking (as in the Dickens 
films and Lawrence of Arabia) 
and a suffocating, perfumed dull- 
ness (as in Dr. Zhivago and 
Ryan’s Daughter). Here’s a man 
who makes the rituals, the intrica- 
cies, and often the ridiculousness 
of being English the subject of 
virtually all his movies, and he 
comments on them, quite bril- 
liantly, in films like Hobson’s 
Choice, The Bridge on the River 
Kwai, and A Passage to India. But 
at other times he seems uncon- 
scious of how the tradition of 
British restraint can parody itself, 
as it does in the Noel Coward pic- 
tures that brought him into 
directing (In Which We Sere, 
This Happy Breed, and especially 
Brief Encounter). 

It helps to know that Lean was 
raised by a proper Quaker moth- 
er, whose taste didn’t run to vul- 
garities like movies, and a father 
whose emotional availability was 
erratic at best (his parents finally 
separated), and that all his life his 
friends observed an unresolvable 
duality in him. The producer 
Anthony Havelock-Allan, for 
example, tells Brownlow, “I’ve 
never seen a man. . . who was in 
more of a subconscious dilemma 
between his sensuality and his 
strict sense of morality.” Kay 
Walsh says, “There was a part of 
David nobody knows about, the 
Beckett side of him. When they 
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talk about David looking into the 
distance, David’s not thinking 
about the scene or the lens. He’s 
looking into his guilty subcon- 
scious half the time.” Walsh has 
something to complain about: 
Lean left her, as he left his other 
wives, for another woman, and 
never, apparently, looked back: 
“When David leaves you, you are 
rubbed out. It was like an ampu- 
tation.” And Lean’s own words 
confirm her view: on relation- 
ships, he is quoted as saying, 
“You see, you must cut. Anything 
that’s finished is finished. You 
must just pretend people aren’t 
there.” That’s why his stepson 
David Malcolm (the son of the 
actress Ann Todd, whom he mar- 
ried in 1949) claims, “When he 
turned his attention on you, you 
felt the heat. And when he didn’t, 
you didn’t.” That was equally true 
of his own son, Peter (by his first 
wife, Isabel), whom he took up 
when Peter was a bridegroom — 
wining and dining him and his 
wife June — and then didn’t see 
again for 30 years. Yet Lean was 
no fool about his own emotional 
inconsistencies. Glancing back, 
years later, on his failed marriage 
to Walsh, he was able to write, 
“Wives who are quicker-witted 
and more intelligent and are lead- 
ers of their family do not show 
their husbands to advantage.” 
Brownlow doesn’t set out to 
explain the decline in the quality 
of Lean’s movies after Lawrence 
in critical terms. That’s because 
he’s not a critic, and his tiny for- 
ays into criticism — like his refer- 
ence to. Jean-Luc Godard’s 
“enthusiastically crude  tech- 
nique” — are in fact a little 
embarrassing. Although he shares 
Lean’s values, he’s helpful in 
identifying the filmmaker’s 
increasing alienation from the 
movies of the ’60s and early ’70s 
— from a director like Godard, 
whose work represented for him 
“a frontal attack on technique.” 
He must have felt the whole cine- 
matic world was going to hell; 
clearly that’s why he wanted to 
bring back spectacle and romance 
in Ryan’s Daughter. But, as his 
longtime mistress Barbara Cole 
reports, he’d stopped going to 
new movies by then, and so 
Ryan’s Daughter really felt as if it 
had been made on another planet. 
For years he was immersed in the 
plan to shoot a revisionist two- 
part Mutiny on the Bounty; 
Brownlow’s documentation of 
this project, which was aborted 
when the money fell through, 
intriguingly fills in the gaps in 
Lean’s career between Ryan’s 
Daughter and A Passage to India. 
(It was Roger Donaldson who 
finally got to make the film, as a 
single-parter, under the title The 
Bounty — and it was pretty 
good.) A Passage to India was the 
ironic high note at the conclusion 
of that long and extraordinary 
career: after the world had more 
or less given up on Lean, he 
turned out a film that was every- 
thing Zhivago and Ryan’s 
Daughter were not — canny, lay- 
ered, compelling, dramatic. And it 
crowned 40 years of exploration 
of the one thing besides making 
movies that, as Brownlow’s mam- 
moth book shows, Lean knew 
more about than anyone else: the 
complexities of being British.

Slamming Streb 





Challenging the limits of the body

throw themselves at a 10-foot wall. They 
hang on the top of it by their fingers. One 


of them lets go, pitches side- 
ward in midair, and lands 
athwart the legs of the other 
three, which have been bent 
back at the last instant. Two 
people hurtle toward each 
other, propelled by a trampo- 
line. Instead of colliding, one 
slides neatly underneath the 
other. Someone runs up a 
temporary ramp made of a 
door-size piece of plywood 
being held by two other peo- 
ple. The door-holders let go 
and the runner rides the door 
down as it slams to the floor. 

These aren’t exercises you’d 
do in the gym, but something 
like them might be in store for 
participants in. Elizabeth 
Streb’s workshop at Radcliffe 
next Monday through Friday, 
from 3 to 5 p.m. Streb, the 
inventor of a movement circus 
called Ringside, has been dar- 
ing the human body to surpass 
itself for more than 10 years. 
She’s called the members of 
her company “human projec- 
tiles,” and the feats they per- 
form “pop action.” She care- 
fully avoids the words “dancer” 
and “choreography.” 

Lots of things about Streb’s 
theater are dance-like: it’s non- 
verbal, it relies entirely on the 
physical accomplishments of the 
performer in a designed envi- 
ronment, and it demands the 
highest degree of strength, agili- 
ty, and coordination. It even 
shares the contemporary dance 
aesthetic, which puts a priority 
on showcasing a physical reper- 
tory and doesn’t demand major 
choreographic shaping. 

But Streb dispenses with 
music and musicality, and with 
the implied expressivity that 
sets even the most “objective” 
forms of dance apart from 
acrobatics. Instead of trying to 
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glamorize and beautify the 
body, Streb purposely demysti- 
fies it. The performers don’t 
cultivate resilience, articula- 
tion, or flowing curves; they 
slam around, minimizing any 
split-second adjustments they 
may make to cushion them- 
selves. Streb even intensifies 
the movement’s stress and 
danger, with the working sur- 
faces miked to amplify every 
contact. Hitting the architec- 
ture or each other full force, 
the movers grunt and huff. No 
brave simulated smiles or sub- 
tle signals here. New moves are 
announced with a decisive 
“Go!” and when they get in 
trouble, they warn each other 
loud and clear. 

All this actually creates its 
own glamour, distinguishing 
Streb’s work from burlier sib- 
lings like acrobatics and sports. 
The rough edges of the body’s 
activity are exposed, but the 
movement requires and invites 
the trappings of celebration. 
You’re applauding courage as 
much as ability — the way you 
applaud the runners who strag- 
gle in at the end of a marathon. 

What pushes Streb’s imagi- 
nation-is her faith in the ordi- 
nary person’s extraordinary 
powers. In a recent showing at 
her new headquarters — a con- 
verted garage in the wilds of 
Brooklyn — she showed the 
invited audience a scale model 
of her next project. A person 
wearing a harness that allows 
him or her to move no-handed 
in any direction will be installed 
at the end of a swinging boom. 
There won’t be any need to 
touch the floor at all. “It makes 
a gyroscope out of a person,” 
Streb said. What this essentially 
weightless creature will be able 
to do is yet to be explored. 








Streb seems all practicality 
and anti-illusionism. We watch 
workers set up the equipment 
— plain industrial poles, mats, 
wood, or plastic panels — and 
test it for safety. Each piece 
shows what people can do with 
the equipment, nothing more. 
You wouldn’t think it the stuff 
of metaphor, but it is. 

When the group works 
together, any slip of timing or 
getting out of line can put 
someone at risk. Their 
absolute precision and obedi- 
ence to the starting command 
sometimes evoke military 
drills, even fascistic spectacle. 
But the success of these 
maneuvers can also represent 
the joy of survival, the satisfac- 
tion of work in a well-knit 
community. What impels the 
participants’ shock-filled 
behavior is some challenge in 
the environment, some person- 
al threshold they must sur- 
mount for their own reasons 
— perhaps the conquest of 
order over impending crisis. 

Elizabeth Streb is not satis- 
fied with the vulnerability of the 
human body. She wants people 
to be stronger, braver — if she 
could, she’d probably make 
them superhuman. She’s enlist- 
ed film, video, and computers 
to liberate bodies from their 
earthly limitations, so they can 
shatter in a thousand pieces, 
free-fall without a net, scram 
faster than a speeding bullet. 
Now she’s thinking about how 
to reduce the bounce of a 
bungee (“All the excitement 
comes at the bottom”) so that 
she can make a dance for a 15- 
foot-high space. x

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Actor Will LeBow on ART 
and Madness

Theatre and rehearsing a 
fourth — reveals the secret 
of repertory acting. “You 
just look down at your 
shoes to know which show 
you’re in, then say the cor- 
responding lines.” Sounds 
easy. But right now the 
guy’s got more footwear on 
his shelf than Thom McAn. 

In his fourth season with 
the ART, LeBow is turning 
in a tightrope-walking per- 
formance as Hjalmar Ekdal, 
the self-dramatizing yet suf- 
fering antihero of Ibsen’s 
tragicomic The Wild Duck 
and clowning as an Ed 
Wynn-inspired Brighella in 
The King Stag. In addition, 
he has recently replaced 
David Ackroyd as the illu- 
sion-tortured Father of Six 
Characters in Search of an 
Author (in which he previ- 
ously played an actor based 
on himself). In his spare 
time, LeBow rehearses for 
the role of the callous 
Doctor in Woyzeck, which 
opens at ART January 31, 
and supplies the voice of 
Stanley in Fox TV’s Dr. 
Katz, Professional Therapist. 

And how did LeBow train for such rigors? Well, truth is stranger than fic- 
tion. Prior to joining the ART, but after logging several seasons as a leading 
player with the Boston Shakespeare Company, the actor put in 12 years as 
a cast member, and later artistic manager, of the infinitely-running audi- 
ence-participation comedy-mystery Shear Madness (most often, he played 
sleazy antiques dealer Eddie Lawrence). But don’t tell him his current gig 
represents a leap from the ridiculous to the sublime. LeBow has nothing but 
praise for the Shear Madness experience — and not just because its blend 
of shtick and anarchy paid the bills. 

“I learned a whole lot from Shear Madness,” he maintains. “I think I 
might have known before Shear Madness about what we call ‘the illusion 
of the first time.’ I may be in my 1800th show, but for the person walk- 
ing into the audience, it’s his first show. And that person deserves to see 
a reality that is fresh and specific and vibrant. And so I’ve built that into 
my technique. I also learned from [spending] that number of years doing 
a show that does have audience interaction how to handle myself in 
almost every conceivable situation on stage. And that experience is 
extremely beneficial and calming and contributes, | think, to how much 
fun and joy I have working.” 

So, what sort of hair-raising things happened in the land of coiffures and 
carnage (which, indecently, is still going strong at the Charles Playhouse 
Stage II)? “Just about everything happened. I remember the night that — 
there’s a prerecorded news report that comes on the radio on stage, and in 
the news report was a story about Claus von Bulow. And the lights come up 
one night, and I look out in the audience, and there is . .. Claus von Bulow. 
But the thing I want to say about Shear Madness is it’s about as much fun 
as you can have as an actor.” 

But hardly the sort of thespian workout the laid-back, if not quite dour, 
LeBow is engaged in now — a shoe-watching whirlwind of Ibsen, Gozzi, 
Pirandello, and Biichner. Although the actor played Hamlet with the Boston 
Shakespeare Company and has toured with the ART productions of King 
Stag and Six Characters, he was — remarkably, given the delicate balance 
of his performance in the Norwegian dramatist’s tricky Duck — a stranger 
to Ibsen. No matter, he approached Hjalmar — “the most demanding role 
I’ve done since my Shakespeare days” — the way he does any role. 

“I try to find out who the guy is, what his passion is, why he does what 
he does, on a realistic basis. It needs the underpinnings of reality to be 
comic, ov to be tragic, to be anything. A lot of the treading that fine line has 
to do with Ibsen, and [director] Frangois Rochaix knows that very well. It’s 
almost as if Ibsen were sticking a pin in the bubble of tragedy.” 

LeBow co-founded a troupe, New York’s Comedy Stage Company, after 
being graduated from City College of New York, in 1970. And he has 
directed a dozen or so plays along the years, in addition to serving as “care- 
taker” and casting director of Shear Madness. But what this grandson of an 
actor on the Yiddish stage — currently the happiest overworked guy on the 
local Rialto — really wanted to do was act. “That was my dream for as long 
as I can remember,” he says, “to make my living as an actor. I thought it 
couldn’t get better than that. I don’t want to sound clichéd about it, but I’ve 
now realized my dream. And it don’t get better than that.” ®

New sets pinpoint the innovative jazz spirit of pianist Bill Evans 
BY JON GARELICK The pianist Bill Evans 


has a phenomenal emotional hold on jazz 
fans. When Evans died in 1980 at the age of 
51, he was mourned, by consensus, as the 
father of modern jazz piano. His light hasn’t 


gone out. 


recordings are now hitting the 
stores on the six-CD Turn Out 
the Stars: The Final Village 
Vanguard Recordings June 1980 
(Warner Bros.), the eight-CD 
The Secret Sessions (Milestone), 
and two single CDs of live 1980 
recordings released by Dreyfus 
Jazz. (Mail-order house Mosaic 
is also bringing out an LP version 
of the Warners set.) In the spring, 
Verve plans to release its entire 
Evans holdings in a special 18- 
disc set. These releases supple- 
ment two previous sets: the 12- 
disc Complete Riverside 
Recordings and the nine-CD 
Complete Fantasy Recordings. 
Most of the older material can 
also be had in individual CDs. 
But you can assume that for the 
Evans die-hard, it’s not nearly 
enough. 

To get an idea of Evans’s 
impact, check Gene Lees’s mem- 
oir in the new anthology Reading 
Jazz (Pantheon). Lees recalls a 
night in 1959 when, as editor of 
Down Beat, he took home a copy 
of Everybody Digs Bill Evans. 
“Sometime after dinner, probably 
about nine o’clock, [I] put it on 
the phonograph. At 4 a.m. I was 
still listening, though by now I 
had it memorized. . . . | remember 
my amazement not so much at 
the brilliance of the playing — 
itself cause enough for wonder — 
as at the emotional content of the 
music. Until then I had assumed, 
albeit unconsciously, that I alone 
had the _ feelings _ therein 
expressed.” As if that weren’t 
enough, Lees goes on to cite crit- 
ic Martin Williams, who called 
Evans’s work “some of the most 
private and emotionally naked 
music I have ever heard.” 

You need only listen to a couple 
of tracks from Everybody Digs to 
get an idea of what Lees and 
Williams are talking about. On a 
tune like Gigi Gryce’s “Minority,” 
Evans is the consummate bebop- 
per, peeling off extended lines at a 
fast clip over the percolating 
rhythms of bassist Sam Jones and 
drummer Philly Joe Jones. But 
Evans’s own “Peace Piece” is 
another matter altogether. The 
tune was originally intended as an 
introduction to Leonard 
Bernstein’s “Some Other Time.” 
But Evans lays down a mesmeriz- 
ing repeated open harmonic fig- 
ure and, instead of proceeding 
onto the chord sequence and 
melody of the tune, sticks with it. 
As the harmony rocks back and 
forth in pedal point, Evans picks 
out simple melodic phrases over 
it, little single-note figures, 
accented by light tremolos and 
tentative, stuttered trills. In lesser 
hands, this kind of trick can spell 
self-indulgent disaster. The static 
harmony means that, essentially, 
you can’t play any “wrong” notes 
— anything will sound conso- 
nant. You can’t be wrong, but you 
can easily be boring. (You could

argue that, for good or ill, all of 
Keith Jarrett’s solo work comes 
out of “Peace Piece.”) Thus 
exposed, Evans breaks into what 
can only be called spontaneous 
song: now hesitant, now declam- 
atory, at times seeming to create 
different voices, elsewhere 
extending the tune’s harmonies 
— to borrow from one of his own 
album titles — in conversation 
with himself. The musical risk 
informs the “emotional content,” 
those vulnerable melodies. 

Evans’s lyricism, enhanced not 
only by his delicate legato line 
and pastel harmonies but by his 
discerning use of the sustain 
pedal, earned him a reputation as 
jazz’s Chopin (Oscar Peterson, as 
Lees points out, was its Liszt). 
Even that comparison implies 
that there was more to Evans 
than “emotional content.” His 
knowledge of harmonies extend- 
ed deep into the classical reper- 
toire, and he knew how to play 
those voicings as jazz. From the 
jazz composer George Russell, he 
adopted modal playing — a key 
device in playing over those stat- 
ic harmonies — and used it most 
influentially with Miles Davis on 
the latter’s Kind of Blue. He had 
a classical musician’s touch — 
not merely the articulation of past 
masters like Bud Powell and Art 
Tatum, but the sensitivity to 
dynamic range, and the ability to 
manipulate infinite varieties of 
crescendo and decrescendo in a 
few measures, to differentiate the 
sound of each note. 

Evans also recast the concept of 
the piano trio. In past trios — 
whether Powell’s or Teddy

Wilson’s or Nat Cole’s — one 
instrument played “lead,” or solo, 
while the others supported. Evans 
introduced collective improvisa- 
tion to the format.

if you're just starting to explore the music of Bill Evans,

_ equally fine: Portrait In Jazz (1960), Exp! 
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Evans said, “rather than just one 
guy blowing followed by another 
guy blowing. If the bass player, 
for example, hears an idea he 
wants to answer, why should he 
just keep playing a background?” 
(It’s an idea that pianist Paul Bley 
would take to the limit in his trios 
of the late ’60s.) 

Evans played in all kinds of 
ensembles, but the trio was his 
metier. All of the newly released 
material is from trio sessions, and 
it’s as a trio player that he had his 
greatest influence. It’s a cliché to 
talk about an ensemble “breath- 
ing” together, but when Evans’s 
trios were cooking they did just 
that. The conventional rhythmic 
foundation of walking bass lines 
and swinging ride cymbal eighth 
notes were mere signposts in 
Evans’s music. What Bob 
Blumenthal calls in his notes to 
the Warners set “leaning into the 
beat,” and what Evans himself 
called a technique of rhythmic 
“displacement,” created a surg- 
ing, wave-like quality to the trio’s 
sound. Instead of relying primari- 
ly on the spare left-hand offbeat 
chording and flowing right-hand 
lines of more traditional bebop 
piano, Evans’s hands often swept 
the keyboard in breathtaking par- 
allel motion, asymmetrical rising 
and falling sequences, phrases 
with a tidal ebb and flow. Drums 
and bass likewise moved in and 
out of a regular beat, and some of 
Evans’s best illusions were creat- 


ed when -he phrased against the. 





bass and drums. (He wouldn’t 
sound so free if the rhythm sec- 
tion weren’t locked into such a 
strong groove; conversely, Evans 
knew, to borrow a phrase from 
Monk, how to “make the drum- 
mer sound good.”) It’s no won- 
der that some of his trios’ best 
performances were in waltz time; 
that surging pulse seems more 
amenable to three than to four. 

The conventional wisdom is 
that Evans’s best trios came near 
the beginning and at the very end 
of his career: his sessions with his 
“first” trio of bassist Scott LaFaro 
and drummer Paul Motian in 
1959-61, and the last trio with 
bassist Marc Johnson and drum- 
mer Joe LaBarbera from 1978 
until Evans’s death (the period of 
the Warners set). Blumenthal 
quotes Evans himself as saying 
that by the time Eddie Gomez 
came in as the trio’s bassist in 
1966, “I had become rather 
rigid. . . . | had arrived at a refine- 
ment of what we were doing to 
the point where it just wasn’t as 
natural.” But that wisdom is often 
overstated, and qualifications 
abound. Even the redoubtable 
Penguin Guide to Jazz concedes 
that although “some of the steam 
had gone out of Evans’s career on 
record” after the first 10 years, 
“the individual albums are still 
very good and highly enjoyable.” 
As in a lot of musical evaluation, 
the determination isn’t “better” or 
“worse,” merely different. 

The easiest comparison is

between the last trio of the Warners 
and Dreyfus sessions, and the first trio 
with LaFaro and Motian. The first trio 
was spare, nearly minimalist, laid-back 
— even with LaFaro’s pizzicato fire- 
works. The overall impression of the 
final trio, on the other hand, is explo- 
sive, almost driven. Typically, 
after any one of Evans’s 
extended largo introductions 
on the Warners set, the tempos 
pick up. Like other bassists 
influenced by LaFaro, Johnson 
has a talent for rhythmic and 
harmonic freedom as well as 
guitar-like speed, but he’s also 
an aggressive player, and his 
powerful glissandos help push 
the beat and contribute to 
those surges. (To offer a crude 
generalization, you could also 
see these two trios in terms of 
Evans’s career-long struggle 
with drugs: the first is the 
product of a heroin addict, the 
last of a cocaine addict.) 

Going back to a ballad- 
tempa piece like “Detour 
Ahead” (from 1962’s Waltz for 
Debby), after spending a few 
hours with the Warners set, the 
difference is stunning. The col- 
lective improvisation of the 
final trio is seamless, almost 
monolithic. In the first trio, it’s 
attractively exposed. On the 
first take of Waltz for Debby’s “Detour 
Ahead,” as Evans elaborates on the 
tune, LaFaro’s dancing patterns, full 
of rests for “breath,” move further and 
further afield, becoming increasingly 
agitated. Evans goes with him, always 
keeping the outline of the tune in 
sight. The counterpoint between the 
two players couldn’t be more indepen- 
dent, and yet they’re completely 
together. It’s the aural demonstration 
of two independent minds thinking as 
one. Drummer Paul Motian, often 
given the backhanded compliment that 
he “stayed out of the way” of the other 
two players, -is equally adept, moving 
his brushes from snare to cymbal and 
back, playing on and around the beat, 
thinning the texture out to an opaque 
wash, or whipping it up again into 
thick impasto. 

The most recent crop 
of Evans recordings cap- 
tures every range of his 
playing. If you’re in the 
Evans boxed set market, 
Warners’ set might look 
at first like the way to go. 
It’s the more handsomely 
packaged, and _ the 
recording quality is obvi- 
ously better, since it was 
recorded by Evans’s label 
and not, like The Secret 
Sessions, by a fan with a 
tape recorder in his bag 
under the table. Even the 
repeated material — for 
instance, the four 15- 


minute versions’ of 
“Nardis” — wears 
extremely well. Oddly, 
though, the  six-CD 
Warner Bros. set, as 


opposed to the eight-CD 
Secret Sessions, might be 
the one that’s too much 
— if only because it’s all 
drawn from a week by 
one trio at the Vanguard. 

The Secret Sessions, on 
the other hand, would 
appear to have everything 
going against them. 
Although they’re not 
bootlegs, they’re bootleg 
quality. With so much 
studio-quality Evans on 
the market, the murky 
Secret Sessions seem at 
first like a complete 
waste. On the opening 
tracks from March 1966,

the subtle tenderness of Evans’s har- | 
monies and legato melodic line. His 
initial statement of the melody has a | 
touching fragility. 

There are other problems with The | 
Secret Sessions: distortion, sudden 
fades. On portions of disc eight, 
Eddie Gomez’s bass overloads the 
tape and buzzes likes some deranged 
Japanese koto. And yet, every disc | 
here has its rewards. One session, | 
with drummer Philly Joe Jones, 
deserves to be released as a solo disc. 
Jones, the sparkplug of the first great 
Miles Davis quintet, is a forceful 
presence. He articulates the beat 
more aggressively than most Evans 
drummers, marking the off-beats 
with tocking rim shots and driving

with great flourishes. But he’s on top 
of everything Evans plays, landing on 
the beat of the melody in unison with 
the pianist. Evans’s unusual sense of 
ime lead some critics to say he didn’t 
swing, but with Jones he swings with 
a vengeance. On the rarely performed 
Sonny Rollins tune “Airegin,” 
he plays some driving little 
repeated runs that are right 
out of Bud Powell, and a few 
bars later he summons the 
angular leaps of Thelonious 
Monk. And yet, he’s more 
Bill Evans than __ ever. 
“Nardis” crackles with group 
interplay. “Easy Living” is 
swept along by Evans’s two- 
handed rhapsodies. 

There’s beautiful playing on 
all these sets; for the con- 
firmed Evans fanatic, the dif- 
ference is in finding those per- 
formances that go beyond 
routine excellence. The early 
Riverside recordings captured 
jazz fans by offering a new 
kind of jazz romanticism, and 
a sense of discovery. If there 
was anything disappointing 
about some of the middle- 
period recordings, it was that 
many of the discoveries had by 
then become convention. The 
final trio rekindled Evans’s 
own excitement. For some, the 
grand sonata-style intros to those 15- 
minute “Nardis” performances on the 
Warners set will never surpass the 
hushed vulnerability of the early trio 
recordings. The more you listen, the 
more you realize there is no definitive 
Bill Evans. But listening to the hours 
and hours of new live Evans record- 
ings, it’s not hard to get a sense of 
what Mike Harris, the fan who taped 
the performances at the Vanguard, 
was talking about when he said to his 
wife, right before one of those shows, 
“You know, what we’re about to hear 
is the very best thing happening in the 
whole world right now.”

A fan’s notes 


Mike Harris's reel 
nights with Evans 










For 18 years, Mike and Evelyn Harris attended 
nearly every one of Bill Evans’s engagements at 
New York's Village Vanguard, sitting down front for 
both the Friday night and Sunday matinee shows, 
recording everything they heard on a Uher 4000 
Report-L portable reel-to-reel tape recorder that 
was placed under their table. Mike, an amateur 
pianist with a strong interest in the classical reper- 
toire, had heard Evans on the radio by chance in 
1962 and immediately fell in love with his music. By 
1966, he had decided to record Evans. As he says 
in the notes to The Secret Sessions (and as he 
recently repeated to me on the phone from his 
home in Connecticut), “If Beethoven or Mozart 
would suddenly be reincarnated and start playing 
concerts, someone would sure as hell record 
everything the guy did. Bill was being recorded 
once a year, if that, and this incredible music was 
just going up in the air.” 

Even now, 16 years after Evans's death, Mike 
Harris (now a retired optical physicist) doesn't main- 
tain that everything the pianist did was magical, but 
“he was way ahead of everyone else, even on his 
bad nights. And | always thought, ‘If | don't go 
tonight, this will be the night that he’s really into it.’” 

At first Harris was interested in using the tapes 
only for his personal study and enjoyment. But years 
after Evans’s death, Harris exchanged tapes with 
Win Hinkle, editor of a Bill Evans newsletter. “Over 
the years he said, ‘What a shame that we can't bring 
this stuff out,’” recalls Harris. A couple of overtures 
were made to different labels, but nothing ever mate- 
rialized. “| was beginning to think, ‘I'd hate to have 
these tapes in my casket when | pass away,’ and | 
even thought of donating them to the Smithsonian.” 

Then Fantasy Records expressed interest. Evans's 
original producer, Orrin Keepnews, would supervise 
the set, and it would be released with the approval of 
the Evans estate. Harris turned all his tapes over to 
Keepnews — 22 five-inch reels, 75 hours of music. 
He settled for a fixed price, with no royalties. “I fig- 
ured out my expenses, corrected for inflation,” Harris 
says dryly. “Frankly, | would have given them away if 
that was the only way to get them out.” (The Secret 
Sessions cover only the years through 1975, prior to 
Evans's Warner Bros. contract). 

The Secret Sessions has the approval of Evans's 
widow, but does Harris ever wonder if the commer- 
cial release of sometimes rough-sounding home 
recordings is something Evans himself might have 
disapproved of?

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MASTERWORKS 
HERITAGE SERIES: 
UNBURIED 
TREASURE 


Given the economic pressures on the 
major classical labels, it’s good news 
that some of them are now systemati- 
cally re-activating their old catalogues. 
DG’s series “The Originals” has reis- 
sued classic LPs by such notable 
artists as Richter, Fischer-Dieskau, 
and Boulez, with the original album 
covers nostalgically reproduced on the 
CDs. Sony’s new Masterworks 
Heritage Series dips even further 
down into the catalogue of Columbia 
Records, which started recording 
opera in 1902. A two-CD set called 
The 1903 Grand Opera Series 
includes the first opera recordings 
ever made in this country, with a 
charming 50-page reproduction of the 
original brochure. Among the singers 
showcased are the legendary 
Ernestine Schumann-Heink, Edouard 
de Reszke, and Antonio Scotti. An 
anonymous voice from the past spirit- 
edly introduces each selection by aria, 
singer, and label. 

I particularly cherish two ravishing- 
ly beautiful vocal reissues in the 
Masterworks series: Eleanor Steber’s 
Berlioz and soprano Bidi Saydo’s 
recordings of Villa Lobos, other arias, 
and Brazilian folks songs. The record- 
ing of Berlioz’s Nuits d’été (his setting 
of six intense and haunting poems by 
Théophile Gautier) that I 
always go back to is Steber’s. 
Glamorous and charming, this 
great American soprano is 
equally at home in French 
music, Mozart, Puccini, and in 
the fervent sacred arias by 
Bach and others that are also 
included on this disc. Steber 
transcends the mere beauty of 
her sound with her whole- 
hearted emotional involve- 
ment. Dimitri Mitropoulos 
conducted this 1954 recording 
shortly after he and Steber per- 
formed the belated New York 
premiere of the entire work. 

The Brazilian soprano Bidt 
Say4o’s most famous record- 
ing is of her countryman 
Heitor Villa Lobos’s Bachianas 
Brasileiras No. 5. Conducted 
by the composer himself, this is 
the very first recording of this 
piece (1945), made even 
before the work’s final section 
was added. Saydo is accompa- 
nied by eight cellos led by 
Leonard Rose, and a double 
bass. Villa Lobos had original- 
ly planned the solo part for vio- 
lin, but Sayéo talked him into 
trying it with her voice. In one 
astonishing section, what you 
hear sounds like a violin, but is 
actually Sayao — humming, as 
the score indicates, with her 
lips closed. 

The packaging has lots of 
pictures and information — 
everything except what you 
want most: the words to the 
songs and arias. Still, it’s 
important that the big labels 
have begun to realize what 
treasures lie buried in their 
own backyards.

PETE SEEGER: 
GETTING RIGHT 
WITH THE LEFT 


The Pete Seeger retrospective 
A Link in the Chain 
(Columbia/Legacy) comes as a 
welcome gift following the 
demi-democratic elections of 
last season. Covering Seeger’s 
solo recordings for Columbia 
from the early ’60s to early 
70s, Chain is more than a col- 
lection of songs about democ- 
ratic values, it catches Seeger 








on concert stages, convincing audi- 
ences that participatory democracy 
happens when citizens raise their 
voices in spontaneous attempts at har- 
mony. Seeger’s musical and political 
vision, 56 performances worth, has 
finally been encapsulated in this intel- 
ligently compiled set. 

Unlike the sloppily assembled Pete 
Seeger’s Greatest Hits, also on 
Columbia, A Link in the Chain 
thoughtfully organizes Seeger’s career 
into four categories: “Tall Tales and 
Stories,” “Songs of Freedom,” 
“Saints, Sinners, Just Plain Folk,” and 
“For the Children.” Only one record- 
ing on this anthology is previously 
unreleased, but Columbia has been 
slow in making a number of Seeger 
LPs available on CD, so this set fills a 
gap. Careful remastering of the origi- 
nal tapes results in a fuller, warmer 
sound-image of Seeger’s voice, 12- 
string guitar, and banjo. 

And what a curiosity that voice is. 
Capable of leaping from a low tenor to 
a high falsetto, it remains an oddly 
thin and sometimes reedy vehicle. 
Compare his vocal chops to that of the 
other great troubadour of the Left, 
bass/baritone Paul Robeson, and 
Seeger sounds pale by comparison. 
But those very vocal limitations are an 
invitation to join in. What audience 
members had the nerve to sing along 
with Robeson? 

Which isn’t to downplay the sheer 
emotional fire in Seeger’s singing. 
The 11 songs comprising the “Songs 
of Freedom” section in this set are 


completely gripping expressions of 








idealistic fervor. From the familiar 
“We Shall Overcome” to the little- 
known “Last Train to Nuremburg” 
(linking Nixon’s Vietnam policies to 
the acts of the Nazis), Seeger wins 
over your heart with his tuneful poli- 
tics. 

So much political sermonizing can 
quickly become tedious, and Seeger’s 
humor, well represented in this 
anthology, often saves the day. He’s 
has a Chaucerian flair for bawdy sto- 
rytelling, best heard here on “Queen 
Anne Front” and “This Old Car.” 
When he dramatizes ironic attitudes, 
as he does winningly on his version of 
Tom Paxton’s “What Did You Learn 
in School Today?” Seeger sings with a 
light-hearted tone. His ringing banjo 
and guitar lines punctuate his points: 
political, erotic, or simply silly. 

Seeger has also distinguished him- 
self through group associations. MCA 
has just released two worthy single- 
disc compilations showcasing Seeger 
in band settings, The Weavers: The 
Best of the Decca Years and The 
Almanac Singers: Their Complete 
General Recordings. The Weavers 
sides offer over-orchestrated but 
vocally rousing versions of folky fare 
such as “Goodnight Irene” and 
“Midnight Special” from the 1950s. 
The Almanac Singers release (which 
features Woody Guthrie and Weaver- 
to-be Lee Hays) offer amazingly raw, 
unvarnished sailing ditties and earthy 
ballads recorded in the 1940s. Taken 
together, these discs embody Seeger’s 


rich musical legacy.

Buffalo Tom, Trynin, Hatfield air new wares 


BY BRETT MILANO During two Central Square shows within the 
past two weeks, a pair of front-line Boston acts worked out new 
material under very different circumstances. A week ago Saturday, 


Buffalo Tom were headlining a 
sold-out show at the Middle East, 
sneaking a few songs from their 
long-overdue, as-yet unrecorded 
sixth album into a greatest-hits 
set. A few days earlier, next door 
at T.T. the Bear’s Place, Jennifer 
Trynin and her band played 
under a fake name (which we'll 
keep secret, since they plan to use 
it again). In this case, the “secret 
gig” strategy worked so well that 
her band wound up playing their 
new material to about a dozen 
people. 

Tom’s and Trynin’s next albums 
will likely be pivotal in those 
artists’ careers and should be 
among the highlights of local pop 
in ’97. They’re part of an 
onslaught of forthcoming releases 
by the top-level Boston acts who 
weren't heard from in the past 
year. Juliana Hatfield is now 
wrapping up her fourth solo 
album, which was also previewed 
in a recent Middle East show. 
Tanya Donelly’s solo debut will be 





out in early spring, as will the 
Dambuilders’ third major-label 
album, reportedly the most 
straight-ahead rock set they’ve

recorded. The Gigolo Aunts are 
set to break a four-year recording 
silence with an EP on Wicked 
Disc; an album will follow as soon

as they settle on a label. And pop 
junkies are now salivating over 
the news that Helium, whose first 
album, The Dirt of Luck, topped 
the “Cellars” top 10 for ’95, are 
now recording new material with 
ace producer Mitch Easter. 
There will be a new Buffalo 
Tom album in 1997 as well, but a 
handful of details — relating to 
line-up, label, and musical direc- 
tion — need to be smoothed out 
first. “We are literally at square 
one again,” singer/guitarist Bill 
Janovitz told me backstage after 
the recent Middle East show. “We 
still owe one more album to 
Beggars Banquet, and we're fig- 
uring what to do about that. 
Should we just go into the studio 
and make the record we want, 
then see how the dust settles? The 
music industry now is as bad or 
worse than it’s ever been. Radio’s 
been taken over by Top-40 guys, 
and I don’t know where a band 
like us fit in. We’re still one of 
those bands that does well in cer- 
tain spots, but we’re not consis- 
tently big everywhere. Just the 
other night we played in Portland, 
Maine, for a couple hundred peo- 
ple. That can keep you humble.” 
The idea of a new musical 
direction may seem a little far- 
fetched. Despite the variations 
between albums — some are 
more acoustic than others, and 
last year’s Sleepy Eyed was the 
roughest and least heavily pro- 
duced — onstage Buffalo Tom 
remain a basic guitar-rock band 
with obvious Who/Stones roots. 
That much was demonstrated at 
the Middle East when they segued 
“Sunflower Suit,” a rarely-played 
song from their first album, into 
the brand-new “Scottish 





Windows.” There was more song- 
writing finesse in the newer tune, 
but the musical context — a mix 
of alt-rock sensitivity with hard- 
rock roots — was consistent. The 
Middle East set was played to a 
surprisingly frat-heavy audience; 
but they applauded as loud for the 
despairing “Sunday Night” as for 
the good time blooze-rock encore 
of “Merry Christmas Baby.” (Of 
the half-dozen new songs intro- 
duced last week, the other stand- 
out was “Rachel,” a retelling of 
the Joan of Arc story by bassist 
Chris Colbourn). 

“There is this comfortable-shoe 
aspect of the band,” Janovitz 
admitted backstage. “People know 
what to expect from us, and we’d 
like to challenge ourselves a little 
more.” It didn’t help that Sleepy 
Eyed was a commercial disap- 
pointment, the first Buffalo Tom 
album not to sell as well as the one 
before it. They’re now experiment- 
ing with extra players — ex-Belly 
member Tom Gorman joined for a 
few gigs on guitar (including last 
month’s one at T.T.’s) but has 
since gone solo — and they still 
plan to add a keyboardist and find 
a new producer (drummer Tom 
Maginnis is the band’s third origi- 
nal member). 

“I want it to be someone that 
people wouldn’t expect to be 
working with us,” Janovitz said. 
“I want to write around key- 
boards, and one of our new 
demos has a couple of sample- 
based things on it. We’ve been 
getting a little too old and set in 
our ways.”

choly strain has slipped into her songwrit- 
ing. One reason for that is the high-pres- 
sure year she’s had after her first album, 
Cockamamie, got its major-label release. 
True, a lot of bands would find her circum- 
stances enviable: she was a hot enough 
prospect to bring Giant Records honcho 
Irving Azoff (who she turned down in favor 
of Warners) to T.T.’s one night. And she’s 
had enough freedom to make the second 
album (with producer/keyboardist Mike 
Deneen, drummer Chris Foley, and guest 
bassist Ed Valauskas of the Gravel Pit) on 
her own terms. But at the moment, her 
success is no more assured than that of 
countless local bands with a low national 
profile following up a cult-level debut. 

If the songs I’ve heard live are any indi- 
cation, Trynin’s next album — with deeper 
melodic shadings and more adventurous 
arrangements, though still showing the pop 
savvy of her debut — could be pretty spe- 
cial, big success or no. “Either I’m going to 
turn in this record and they’ll say, ‘This 
sucks, you’re dropped,’ or they’re really giv- 
ing me the freedom they promised,” she 
said last week. “It doesn’t sound like the last 
one; maybe I OD’d a little on the alt-rock 
sound. One of my favorite songs, called 
“Writing Notes,’ doesn’t even have any gui- 
tar on it. There are some where we turned 
up a huge-sounding Marshall amp, but I 
played as soft as I possibly could. I guess | 
intended to make a rock record and do it 
real quick, but as the time approached, | got 
bored with that. Now it probably represents 
who I am more accurately.” 

Is the new album a make-or-break 
prospect? “Realistically, they all are; no 
matter what your contract says. Once you 
put out a record, you’re out of control. My 
whole being kind of short-circuited last 
time because it was too much newness for 
me. I felt that everybody’s insecurities and 
hopes were being blown against me. I went 
from being left alone and living my own lit- 
tle life that I’d worked for years to set up. 
Touring is a lot of it, and I did not enjoy it 
last time. I’ve gotten drunk for six months 
in a row before, I’ve flirted with different 
people every night. I’ve done all- those 
things; now I want to just be creative.” 

The irony is that when Trynin performed 
at T.T.’s recently, for an audience that was 
likely as tiny as any she’s had in her career, 
she was enjoying herself as much as I’ve 
ever seen her — certainly more so than 
when the same club was packed to capaci- 
ty upon Cockamamie’s release. 

“That’s right, and it’s the same sort of 
thing I did before I got signed; I’d play, 
drink my beer and go home. I never did the 
whole being-popular thing, and ultimately, 
none of that shit matters. I just try to stay 
focused on the music now. Even if every- 





one doesn’t appreciate the new record, I 
love it and it’s important to me.” 


JULIANA HATFIELD’S RECENT Middle 
East set — her first local show in more than 
a year — was only partly a surprise. Though 
she’s wrapping up the new album and 
breaking in a reshuffled band (with bassist 
Mike Welsh, recently exited from Jocobono, 
as well as returning drummer Todd Phillips), 
she mixed only about a half-dozen new 
songs in between familiar material from the 
last two albums. But it was one of the new 
songs, “What Have I Done to You,” that 
seemed to blow everyone away — a melod- 
ic slow-burner that reached the unforced 
emotional resonance Hatfield’s always 
aimed for. Frankly, much of the new mater- 
ial was so good that the older tunes such as 
“I Got No Idols” and “Spin the Bottle” 
seemed pretty slight by comparison. But 
there were compensations for that, too. “My 
Sister” got a radical rearrangement that 
stuck a proudly excessive heavy-metal bass 
riff into every chorus. (This made it a tad 
less surprising to find Welsh, a confirmed 
hard-rocker with little taste for pop, in this 
band.) Alterna-rock nowadays is more than 
ever about quick-shot success, but the case 
of Hatfield (whose next album is her sev- 
enth, counting the ones with Blake Babies) 
says a lot in favor of letting artists develop 
over the long haul.

Lee Konitz defies convention 


BY ED HAZELL Jazz is so often made by working bands 
— Coltrane’s classic quartet, either of the great Miles 
Davis quintets, or the Ellington orchestra — that alto 


saxophonist Lee Konitz stands out for his 
avoidance of comfortable, familiar, collab- 
orative settings. Since he left Lennie 
Tristano in the early 50s, Konitz has rarely 
maintained working bands, thriving instead 
on novel surroundings to free his creativity. 
This doesn’t mean he never plays with the 
same person twice. He often renews old 
acquaintances and returns to sympathetic 
accompanists, but his preference for fresh 
challenges is a hallmark of his long career. 
Two recent Konitz albums and a new reis- 
sue featuring some of his essential Verve 
recordings from the ’50s offer plenty of 
justification for his wandering ways. 

Rhapsody II (Evidence) could stand as a 
microcosm of his method. For this second 
of two volumes (the first, also on Evidence, 
was released in 1995) extending the con- 
cept of Duets, his 1966 Milestone album, 
Konitz invited old friend Gerry Mulligan, 
new partners guitarist John Scofield, vio- 
linist Mark Feldman, and the duo of Sheila 
Jordan and Harvie Swartz, and more 
recent collaborators such as pianists Kenny 
Werner and Peggy Stern to join him in ad 
hoc groupings. 

As successful as it is varied, the album 
tackles everything from standards to free 
improvisation. For a new slant on stan- 
dards, he pairs off with Scofield for a blues 
number and a reworking of “There Will 
Never Be Another You,” which highlight 
both the altoist’s legato slurs and deliberate 
stepwise phrasing. On two versions of 
“Body and Soul,” with harmonica player 
Toots Thielemans and Werner on synthe- 
sizer as well as piano, Konitz - circles 
around the melody, darting in and out of 
familiar territory. A more traditional jazz 
quartet with pianist Stern yields some of 
the album’s most surprising twists of 
phrase and direction, especially on Konitz’s 
own Tristano-esque “Kary’s Trance.” 

But Konitz also ventures beyond his 
unorthodox treatment of standards. He 
was on Tristano’s 1949 “Intuition” and 


“Digression,” the first recorded example of ° 


collective free improvisations. The one- 
minute free improvs with violinist Feldman 
and a trio with Werner and pianist Frank 
Wunsch on Rhapsody IT take him into clas- 
sically-influenced territory reminiscent at 
times of Anthony Braxton. 


Some of Konitz’s best recordings are 
without drummers (another of his idiosyn- 
crasies), and Thingin’ (hat ART), recorded 
live in 1995 with pianist Don Friedman and 
guitarist Atilla Zoller, is certainly among 
them. Unlike fellow Tristano student 
Warne Marsh, who never paid much atten- 
tion to his sound, Konitz grew into a rich 
colorist on his instrument, and the absence 
of a drummer focuses more attention on 
his tonal manipulations. At times, his tone 
can be deceptively delicate; at others it’s 
quite robust. Sometimes he puts a fine grit 
in his sound with breath and spittle, then 
it’s clear and bright. His rubato phrasing 
always plays push-pull games with tempo, 
and the ensembles on Thingin’ ebb and 
flow all the more freely without a drummer. 
Free of drumbeats, Konitz can choose 
whatever direction suits him. He can be 
relentlessly logical, as he is on his enrap- 
tured tightly-knit solo on “Opus 
D’Amour,” where his evenly-paced lus- 
trous eighth-notes advance in measured 
increments. He can also be mysteriously 
elliptical — his smooth, economical, and 
peripatetic solo on the title track is all 
asides, sly quotes, and asymmetrically 
shaped phrases. 

The level of creativity heard on these 
recent albums becomes all the more 
remarkable in light of Lee Konitz Meets 
Jimmy Giuffre (Verve), with material that 
dates back to the 1950s. The two-CD 
package includes four albums — two 
Konitz-and-strings releases; the title 
album, a five-saxophone super group 
arranged by Giuffre; and an album of 
Giuffre’s orchestral music featuring the : 
composer on clarinet. The remarkable 
strings album, An Image, with arrange- 
ments by Bill Russo, is Third Stream in the 
best sense, with textures and structures 
reminiscent of modern classical music and 
Konitz improvising at his most daring and 
exploratory. In the jazzier setting of the 
title album, he is just as inspired. These two 
albums alone make this an essential reissue 
(the other strings album, arranged by 
Ralph Burns, is slighter and the Giuffre 
album is an innovative gem, but Konitz 
isn’t on it) and they remind us that Lee 
Konitz has been defying convention for 
more than 40 years. e

New compilation packs horsepower 


BY CHRIS ERIKSON Truck drivers have to put up with 


a lot — boredom, low pay, long hours, lousy coffee — but 
when it comes to musical tributes, they’ve got any other 


working stiffs beat hands down. Diesel 
fumes, truck stops, little white pills, and 
18-wheelers rumbling down the highway 
have inspired enough songs to weigh down 
a tractor-trailer, from the glorious “Six 
Days on the Road” to the unfortunate 
“Convoy.” While the genre may have 
peaked in the ’60s, when guys like Dave 
Dudley and Red Simpson built entire 
careers on truckin’ tunes, there’s life in the 
old boy yet. The proof is on Rig Rock 
Deluxe (Diesel Only/Upstart), an inspired 
compilation of 16 odes to the cowboys of 
the interstate. 

Keeping the flame alive here is 
Brooklyn’s Diesel Only label, which began 
six years ago with.the gimmick of turning 
out 45 RPM singles of big-city country- 
rock they dubbed “rig rock” and trying to 
land them in truck’$top jukeboxes. The best 
of these singles were compiled on 1992’s 
Rig Rock Jukebox and 1993’s Rig Rock 
Truckstop. 

This time out they’ve cast their net a bit 
wider, assembling an all-star, intergenera- 
tional cast that runs from honky-tonk elder 
statesman Buck Owens and _ trucking- 
music originals Red Simpson and Del 
Reeves to+new_ traditionalists like Marty 
Stuart and country-influenced roots rock- 
ers like the Bottle Rockets. This mixing of 
the old and new guards is one of the 
album’s triumphs, emphasized in a handful 
of cuts pairing trucking pioneers with vari- 
ous (relatively) young upstarts: Kay Adams 
is backed by Nashville phenoms BR-549 on 
“Mama Was a Rock, Daddy Was a Rolling 
Stone,” Red Simpson teams up with Junior 
Brown on the Simpson classic “Nitro 
Express,” and Del Reeves collaborates with 
Jim Lauderdale on the propulsive “Diesel, 
Diesel, Diesel.” 

The material is split between covers of 
trucking classics and new songs, without a 
weak track in the bunch. Owens is in good 
form on “Will There Be Big Rigs in 
Heaven?,” which contemplates the gear- 
jammer’s final reward (“No more potholes, 
no more scales/No more smokies on my 
tail”). Texas yodel-king Don Walser shines 
on the truck stop chestnut “Truck Driving 
Man,” and Nick Lowe swaggers through 
Johnny Horton’s “I’m Coming Home,” 
and Steve Earle offers a bluegrass-tinged 
version of Townes Van Zandt’s “White 
Freight Liner Blues.” 

Although there are the requisite number 
of white-line-fever odes (the Yayhoos’ blis-

tering “Highway Junkie,” Shaver’s “Mother 
Trucker”), other cuts take a different 
approach. Marty Stuart’s “Miss Marie and 
the Bedford Blaze” narrates the saga of “two 
losers on the lonesome side of nowhere” 
who pledge their love in a truck stop motel 
and set out for Vegas in a doomed search for 
outlaw rhinestone cowboy David Allan Coe. 
In the somber “Wagon of Clay,” ex—Blood 
Orange Cheri Knight looks through the eyes 
of a trucking widow pondering her lover’s 
addiction to the road. One track that strad- 
dies the line is Son Volt’s cover of Del 
Reeves’s “Looking at the World Through a 
Windshield,” in which Jay Farrar’s world- 
weary vocal seems to nod to both the glories 
of life on the road and the toll that it takes. 
The whole thing is capped off by a rave- 
up rendition of the trucker anthem “Six 
Days on the Road,” by a motley assemblage 
that includes Mekon Jon Langford, honky- 
tonker Dale Watson, head Skeleton Lou 
Whitney, Rosie Flores, and a few others. 
It’s a fitting end to an album that’s not 
afraid to mix things up and, above all, 
knows how to have a good time. Revved-up 
and righteous, Rig Rock Deluxe is sure to 
enliven your next long haul.

BY MATT ASHARE There’s something to offend just about everyone 
on Bloodhound Gang’s One Fierce Beer Coaster (Geffen). You’ve got 


your thinly veiled locker-room misogyny (“Kiss Me Where It Smells 


Funny”) and lesbian baiting 
(“Shut Up”), your blatant homo- 
phobia (“I Wish | Was Queer So 
I Could Get Chicks”), and, yikes, 
even a suicide ode for the pimply 
losers of the world titled “Lift 
Your Head Up High (and Blow 
Your Brains Out).” It’s enough to 
put a big fat smile on Rush 
Limbaugh's big fat face and make 
William Bennett and Robert Bork 
worry even more about the moral 
health of our country. Of course, 
it’s all just a big, fat, willfully 
moronic, musically simplistic 
joke — as it says in the fine print 
right above the lyrics inside the 
CD jacket: “If you find the con- 
tents of these lyrics offensive, 
you're not cool.”

The brainchild of one Jimmy Pop 
Ali, a mischievous, rapping honky 
from Philly whose salient points 
of reference include the Star Wars 
trilogy, ’70s sitcoms like One Day 








at a Time, and the Beastie Boys’ 
decade-old breakthrough License 
To Ill (Def Jam), the Bloodhound 
Gang are poised for their 120 
minutes of Modern Rock fame. 
Their mix of deadpan hip-hop 
parody, cheap irreverence, and 
just-plain-dumb heavy-metal gui- 
tars, topped off with silly stage 
names like Lupus (guitar), Evil 
Jared (bass), DJ Q-Ball (turnta- 
bles), and Spanky G (drums), has 
put them in the right place at the 
right time. “Fire Water Burn,” 
One Fierce Beer Coaster’s first 
break-out novelty single, fits per- 
fectly into the void created by the 
Presidents of the USA’s sopho- 
more slump, the absence of a new 
Beasties disc (although they gave 
up the junior-high shenanigans a 
long time ago), and the fact that, 
despite all the critics’ kudos, Beck 
is still a bit too edgy for the main- 
stream consumer. 

With its flashes of simple, yet 
witty, name-checking sub-bril- 
liance — “I’m not black like 





Barry White no | am white like 
Frank Black is” — and its hip- 
pop chant-along melody, “Fire 
Water Burn” is definitely more 
filling than, say, “Scooby 
Snacks.” But when Jimmy Pop Ali 
hits the song’s final punchline, a 


monotone call-and-response par- 
ody of “C’mon party 
people/throw your hands in the 
air,” he sounds an awful lot like 
“Weird Al” Yankovic. And, at the 
risk of sinking to Ali’s level, he 
may be sharper than Wisconsin 
cheddar, but his shtick is still 
pretty cheesy. Besides, wasn’t 
political incorrectitude last year’s 
trend? Or was that in '95? 
Thankfully, Bloodhound Gang 
aren't the last great white hip-pop 
hope for ‘97. On Tuesday, 
January 14, a group from Beck’s 
neck of the woods — Silver Lake, 
California’s 10¢ — will make 
their CD debut with Everybody 
Wins (Angel Dust). if 
Bloodhound Gang are a retro trip 
back to the early illing days of the 
Beastie Boys, then 10¢ represent 
one of the first promising signs 
that Beck isn’t the only one out 
there trying to push the musical 
vocabulary of pomo pop further 
toward the language of hip-hop.

With understated, cocktail- 
hour cool, a supple foundation of 
organic, lite-funk 
guitar/bass/drums, and artful, 
jazzy keyboard embellishments, 
10¢ rely more on groove and 
finesse than hooks and muscle. 
The innocent simplicity and low- 
tech charm of Everybody Wins’ 
catchy opening track, 
“Redrubberballs,” is buoyed by 
some of the same fresh, winsome 
appeal that the Presidents of the 
USA had their first time around. 
“Chocolatechipking” may be 
another candidate for novelty hit- 
dom, with singer/guitarist Shon 
R. delivering lyrics like “Hell of a 
lot of cookies up in my belly/My 
entire body feels like melted jelly” 
as a deadpan, Beck-style rap. But 
10¢ add up to more than just the 
sum of a few borrowed gimmicks. 
Shon R. balances the silliness of 
“Chocolatechipking” with art- 
damaged, free-associative talk- 
soup that has a sharp, aftertaste 
of existential awareness — 
“Twitching and hitching a ride 
down to the corner store/to buy a 
pack of cigarettes and a pen to 
write a poetic pathetic song,” is 
one of the lines that jumps out of 
the funky flow of “Bottles.” 

Just like Beck’s “Loser” and, 
come to think of it, Bloodhound 
Gang’s One Fierce Beer Coaster, 
which was originally released on 
Cheese Factory, Everybody Wins 
is getting its first exposure on an 
indie label. It only took Geffen a 
couple months to sign and re- 
release “Loser” and One Fierce 
Beer Coaster, both of which were 
already getting major alternative- 
radio airplay. 10¢ could very 
easily be in line for similar treat-

(Rap-A-Lot/Noo Trybe). Say what 
you will about the personal behavior 
and public image of these four “badd 
boyz” from the border between 
Roxbury and Mattapan — their art is 
more nuanced than they get credit 
for. True, this belated debut full- 
length album opens with the usual 
stiff gangsta rap swagger, but things 
eventually loosen up as smooth key- 
board figures, muted samples, and 
occasional rhythm guitar riffs are 
driven forward by mid-tempo beats 
and fluid bass lines. 

And, whaddayaknow, the raps 
in this long middle section are 
almost as winning as the music. 
Delivered with professional skill (if 
totally anonymous style), they 
treat women better than most 
gangstas would consider seemly, 
they rhapsodize about the ‘hood 
with earnest affection, and they 
evince anguished confusion about 
being “stuck in the mix of action.” 
When the gat-backed boasts and 
horror stories take over again for 
the album's final third, the crew's 
appeal mostly vanishes — only to 
come roaring back on the infa- 
mous cop-killing stroke “One in 
the Chamba” (the song that 
allegedly got them kicked off 
Tommy Boy in '91). Don't try to 
rationalize it; if art reflects life, it's 
in a funhouse mirror.

THE JILTED GENERATION 
(Mute). Harsh as it wants to be, 
this British foursome’s CD rips like 
a knife-edge through the least 
comfortable zones of dance music. 
From the acid-house scratch work 
of “Break & Enter” and “Their Law” 
to the auto-race sound effects in 
“Full Throttle” and “Speedway” and 
soprano-octave trance songs like 
“No Good (Start the Dance)” and 
“One Love (the Narcotic Suite),” 
Prodigy'’s sounds scar the ear. 
Their hurts feel more melodic, per- 
haps, than Ministry, and they defi- 
nitely cry less loudly than Trent 
Reznor, but if pain's your beat, you 
might want to listen.

**xxYomo Toro, LAS MANOS 
DE ORO (Xenophile). Yomo Toro 
plays the cuatro, a small guitar 
whose jingling delicacy is the heart 
of a Puerto Rican folk music called 
jibaro. Many of the tracks on his 
latest CD have a bittersweet lilt 
that’s redolent of the music's roots, 
but with a lightning-fast line or a 
flurry of blues notes, Toro can 
sweep the music far from its rural 
past and into the urban present. 
Salsa trombone legend Louis Kahn 
and flautist Connie Grossman also 
give the music a contemporary 
edge. Vocalist Dalia Silva's throaty 
alto is a tower of strength and pas- 
sion that gives novelty songs like 
the opening “La Pepita de Mango” 
(‘The Mango Seed”) just the right 
light-hearted spin, and anguished 
love songs like “Curame”(“Cure 
Me") and “La Otra” (“The Other 
Woman") subtlety and fire. Toro’'s 
embellishments are like sunlight 
falling through the trees — bright 
streaks of warmth and energy that 
play among the music's swaying 
rhythms. And when he steps out 
for a brief solo, his lines rush for- 
ward with a mischievous vitality as 
warm, optimistic, and open-hearted 
as his smile.

xkkkxk«xMoris Tepper, BIG 
ENOUGH TO DISAPPEAR (Can- 
die Bone). What's odd about this 
solo album from ex-Captain 
Beefheart guitarist Moris Tepper is 
that at the center of his dark-edged 
surrealist arrangements is an epic 
sense of very adult romance. 
What's also odd is that the guitar's 
never flashy, with the tunes leaning 
more on an ensemble sound built 
of comfortably shambling rhythms, 
horns, mandolin, and Tepper's raw- 
boned vocals. In fact, it’s the 
singing that’s most Beefheartian, 
although Tepper carries his tunes 
in a more restrained, digestible 
way. Despite the weird fringes on 
Tepper's sonic architecture — his 
felt-lined throat, the churning back- 
ground of meshed instruments, 
beat punctuation that sounds like 
slamming drawers — the intent of 
this CD is similar to that of Sheryl 
Crow's latest: to put across good 
tunes with big hooks in a likable 
manner. And Tepper succeeds. 
Get this man on VH-1. (Moris 
Tepper, P.O. Box 371511, Reseda, 
CA 91337)

*k*1/2 David Grow, ... WELL 
(Back Nine). The tiny room 
behind David Grow's bedroom in 
Malibu Lake, California, may be 
cramped, but it's no doubt an 
inspirational little chamber. That's 
where the LA-based singer-song- 
writer-guitarist produced and 
recorded his debut release, a fine 
collection of hard folk, soft grunge, 
smart pop, and beautifully edgy 
ballads. Bassist Lance Morrison 
and drummer Matt Laug divided 
their time between Alanis 
Morissette’s Jagged Little Pill ses- 
sions and Grow's home studio, 
and (isn't it ironic?) managed to 
check the Pill project's outiandish- 
ly cultivated attitude at Grow’s 
back door and play these unpre- 
tentious tunes from the gut. Grow 
breaks no new ground; think 
Counting Crows, Matthew Sweet, 
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recent Lemonheads. Guitars ring, 
melodies infect, and angst oozes, 
although the beast of faith and 
redemption rears its unlikely head 
amid the ruins (on the lovely, lan- 
guorous “Receive” and on “After 
the Pain,” a buoyant rock waitz). 
Indeed, the album veers danger- 
ously close to becoming one big 
broken-hearted missive to the girl 
that got away. But Grow sings with 
raw, guileless delicacy, and there 
are few infractions one wouldn't 
forgive for a line like “Why don't 
you shut up and eat your fish.”

Strong). When Black Rose | 
Garden forget about trying to be a 
big, important rock band with big, 
important things to say, they can 
be a rather engaging listen. 
Unfortunately, on their eponymous 
release, they too often fall into the 
trap of tendentiousness. “Drunk in 
My Father's House” is a tired 
attack on the tired subject of reli- 
gious hypocrisy. Both “Whatever's 
Left,” with its “Now is not the time 
for us to bow our heads/Children 
heed the warning of the living and 
the dead” refrain, and “A Woman's 
Face” attempt to be far more pro- 
found than they are. 

When their thematic concerns | 
don't get in the way, though, Black 
Rose Garden are capable of good 
wall-of-sound pop tunes. David 
Jahn and Kurt Stephens form a 
solid two-guitar attack, capable of 
soaring leads. This is particularly 
noticeable on songs like “Give You | 
Gifts” and the Eve's Plum-styled 
“Not Unlike You.” Elisa Kramer's 
congas add spark, too, especially 
on “Belief.” And vocalist Rose 
Elliott powers the music with a 
hefty alto. Too bad they can't put 
the arty self-importance aside.

SHEIK (Atlantic). The third tune 
on Sheik's debut, “Barely 








Breathing,” is in every way a pop 
classic. The opening melody rides 
breezily along on a great acoustic 
strum, and an E-bow mirrors 
Sheik's impressively controlled 
tonal shifts, his breathy falsetto 
and strong tenor accounting for an 
effortless two-octave range. The 
song boasts four great hooks, 
energetic jumps in key and tempo, 
and Sheik’s mellifiuous pipes. 

The collection of ballads suc- 
ceeds because Sheik's technique 
and emotional assurance create a 
study in romance without bathos 
or melodrama. Slides and strings 
highlight the fluid shifts in vocal 
register on “The Absence of the 
Sun.” In “The End of Outside,” he 
reworks phrases with Mark Eitzel's 
tortured passion. The highlight, 
however, is the poignant “Reasons 
for Living,” in which Sheik’s shift- 
ing timbres mirror his ambivalence 
about modern romance. It's a 
mood that also fades with the 
sweet wistfulness of the Blue 
Nile's best.

*x*xxThe Grassy Knoli, POSI- 
TIVE (Verve). Ever since sampling 
became an accepted medium for 
creating new music, past and pre- 
sent have collided head-on and 
somehow emerged the better for 
it. The Grassy Knoll owes its 
sound to both that undefinable 
monster “acid jazz” and the organ- 
ic dancehall of Meat Beat 
Manifesto and Tricky. These days, 
purity of sound is measured by the 
deliberate placement of sampled 
and processed noise for emotional 
value, rather than slick, sugary 
production. 

Positive is filled not only with 
record surface hiss but with back- 
ward strings, weird voices, and 
beats that simmer in a stew of low 
grind. Trumpet, saxophone, and 
fuzz-fusion guitar paint simple 
Miles-ian melodies over this 
dense background, whiie the bass 
remains hidden in the groove, a 
subliminal throb. The Grassy 
Knoll integrates and assimilates 
all the pieces perfectly, combining 
eclectic samples and stunning 





improvisation to make a seamless 
whole.

The comparisons to blues great 
Elmore James are obvious, both 
in the choice of material and in 
Jenkins’s hard-rockin’ slide guitar 
attack. A great biues chatterer 
but a lumbering vocalist, Jenkins 
kicks out Blind Willie McTell'’s and 
the Allman Brothers’ cornerstone 
“Statesboro Blues” and Muddy 
Waters’s “You Can't Lose What 
You Ain't Never Had” in a stutter- 
step style reminiscent of James's 
“Done Somebody Wrong.” 
Jenkins's version of James's 
“Mean Mistreatin’' Woman” is 
underpinned nicely by Chuck 
Leavell’s piano and William 
Howse's harmonica, but features 
a Jenkins slide solo more gratu- 
itously flashy than anything 
James or even Duane Allman 
ever conjured up. Jenkins is one 
of the more intriguing stylists 
around, and it’s fun to hear him 
translate standards as well as 
some lesser-known originals by 
Howse and guitarist Jack 
Pearson (both of the current 
Muscle Shoals Rhythm Section), 
such as “It Ain't Nothin’ But the 
Blues” and “The Truth is Gonna 
Stand.” Both tunes have the 
leathery, timeless sensibility that 
Jenkins aspires to.
